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REPORT OF THE PRESffiENT 

To THE Members op the 

Board of Trade op the City op Chicago. 

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit herewith the annual report of your Board of 
Directors, of the several departments of the Board and of the various 
committees. I earnestly request every member to give to these reports 
the careful consideration which their importance demands. 

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS OF THE ASSOCIATION 

The finances of your Association are in a highly satisfactory condition. 
There is a cash balance in the hands of the Treasurer amoimting to 
$93,446.46. All current obligations have been met, and there is due the 
Association substantial amounts for current bills. Yotu: Officers during 
the past year have purchased and canceled bonds to the amount of $85,900. 
This entire purchase of bonds is out of the income of the last fiscal year 
and is the largest aggregate amount ever purchased from the income of 
any single year. 

As outlined in my report of one year ago, your Officers have provided 
additional revenue from the sale of quotations and fees arising from the 
transfer of memberships. I estimate that this extraordinary revenue will 
entirely wipe out the indebtedness of the Association in the next eight 
or nine years. We have foimd it possible to materially reduce the debt of 
the Association during the past year, despite the fact that a number of 
our Departments show a marked reduction in earnings, and the Weighing 
Department the largest loss in its history. 

This latter situation is due to a decrease in the handling by this Depart- 
ment approximately 35 per cent, which decline in business is accentuated 
by a necessary increase in salaries and operating expenses. Notwith- 
standing this setback in a Department which ordinarily produces a satis- 
factory net revenue, the financial condition of the Association is flourishing 
and in a brief space of years the Board will be entirely free of debt. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS 

The year 1917 will go down in history as one of the most eventful in 
the history of the world. The same statement can properly be made of 
the affairs of the Board. During the first five months of the year, the 
functions of this great exchange were used not only by the producers and 
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consumers of this country, but by the governments of the world to such 
an extent that our volume of business attained a level never heretofore 
reached. In April, 1917, the United States declared war against Germany. 
About this time food supplies became scarce because of small production 
in the preceding year, and more largely, perhaps, because of the lack of 
proper railroad facilities to carry the surplus from the producer to the 
constmier. Much publicity was given to this condition by the press and 
the whole world became frenzied through fear of famine and himger. 
This hysteria was not merely confined to the individual consumer of this 
country, but even the large and more important governments of the 
world apparently were terrorized by this same fear. 

At that time our markets were open and unrestricted. The law of 
supply and demand was permitted to have ftill sway, and as a result of 
this imusual demand prices reached an exorbitant level. This situation 
became so aggravated that your Officers felt it their duty not only to the 
Association but to the coimtry, to deny their facilities, in part, to the 
terror-stricken people of the world who were eager and intemperate 
buyers, for the reasons heretofore explained. 

Consequently on May 12, 1917, by their own voluntary act, the 
Officers of this Association adopted restrictive and regulatory measures 
which tended in large part to prevent any further inflation of prices in 
the commodities dealt in on the Exchange. This action on our part, 
more than any other fact within my knowledge, quieted the hysteria 
and tended to bring commodities towards a more normal level. 

The entry of this coimtry into the war brought about new conditions 
which seriously affected our business. Conditions were further aggravated 
by the complete destruction of approximately 31 per cent of the winter 
wheat crop, coupled with an impairment of the wheat situation the world 
over. 

The production of corn in 1916 was not nearly equal to the terrific 
demands for this grain from all sources. This necessitated repeated 
restrictive measures on otu* part covering transactions in com. Following 
this, the Food Administration became clothed with power about September 
1st. The advent of this administrative body virtually removed from 
the exchanges the handling of wheat. 

To sum up the grain situation in a few words, your Officers since last 
April have had to sit in judgment on a crisis almost daily. Any ills of the 
trade, such as inflation of prices in commodities, were improperly charged 
to the exchanges. Yoiu- Officers have met with constant trials and 
tribulations, and our business has had to withstand not only the unfair 
carping criticism of the tminformed, but the closest scrutiny and observa- 
tion from governmental agencies. It gives me pleasure to say to you, 
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my fellow members, that as a result of this publicity, followed by 
investigations, the exchanges todays stand in better light, are better under- 
stood and the value of their economic functions more greatly appreciated 
than ever before. 

NEW BUILDING 

The plans for the proposed new building have been ready since about 
September 1st. A model of the new exchange building has been exposed 
on the floor for several months. The work of the Committee is com- 
pleted, and the architects have likewise finished their task. I believe 
your Building Conrniittee has conceived a wonderful plan for our new 
home. It is our common beUef , however, that no steps should be taken 
towards the erection of the new building until after the termination of 
the war. At the earliest possible moment, however, I wish to reconmiend 
that the members proceed with the erection of a building, as the present 
structure is no longer adequate for our purposes, and results in a loss from 
operation. A new and modem building would not only more comfortably 
house the members and their tenants but would add to otu* prestige and, 
in addition, provide a comfortable revenue. The question of finances 
has already been referred to in my previous annual report, and it will 
suffice at this time when I state that the new building will, in time, be 
paid for out of the revenue already arranged. 



TRADING IN COTTON AND COTTONSEED OIL 

For the past two years I have made an exhaustive study into the 
advisability of this Exchange trading in Cotton for present and future 
delivery. During the past six months a similar investigation has been 
tuider way in reference to Cottonseed Oil. I am convinced beyond per- 
adventure of doubt that not only is Chicago a logical point for the handling 
of cotton, but I believe it to be the most favorably situated point in the 
United States. Substantially the same statement may be made with 
reference to Cottonseed Oil. Yotu: Officers, however, have not felt it 
advisable to commence trading in these commodities until after the termi- 
nation of the present war. I wish to now venture the prediction, that as 
soon as Cotton and Cottonseed Oil become a part of the commerce of this 
Exchange and of this city, that membership in the Chicago Board of 
Trade will, as a result thereof, in time, become the most valuable exchange 
privilege in the whole world. 
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CLEARING HOUSE 

During the past year yotir Officers, aided by a large representative 
committee of the Association, submitted a plan for a new Clearing House, 
which, however, did not meet with the approval of the Association. I am 
convinced, with all due respect to those who hold a different opinion, that 
a new and more modern method of clearing our business is essential. It 
is inconceivable that we could provide for the additional commodities, 
which we hope eventually to trade in, with our present inadequate method 
of clearing. I urgently recommend to the members and to the incoming 
administration, that this subject again meet with early consideration. 

RATE OF COMMISSION. BROKERAGE 

The existing rate of commission on transactions for future delivery 
are entirely inadequate when measured with the enormous risk and in- 
creased cost of transacting business. It is probably inexpedient to attempt 
any upward revision of these charges during the period of the war. I 
again recommend that when, in the opinion of the Officers of the Board 
the time is expedient, that the Commission Rule be amended in this 
respect so as to provide more equitable revenue to members engaged in 
that class of business. When this time arrives, I suggest that simul- 
taneously the rules be amended so as to place all members executing 
orders for future delivery on a brokerage basis rather than at a fixed 
salary as at present. 

On August 31st last, this Association suffered a tremendous loss in 
the death of its beloved Secretary, J. C. F. Merrill. Mr. Merrill was 
a most capable Secretary, a man who not only rendered loyal and efficient 
service to this Exchange, but to all of the exchanges and to the grain trade 
of the country as a whole. His departure is a distinct loss to this great 
market place. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the Board for their 
uniform courtesy and whole-hearted support always tendered me. Like- 
wise, I wish to express my great appreciation to the Officers and Directors 
for their helpful support and kindly consideration. In behalf of the 
Officers and members, I also wish to express my great appreciation to 
every employe of the Board for their loyal and faithful services.

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 
Louis C. Brosseau, Chairman 
During the last year no suit has been commenced by or against the 



It has not been found necessary to institute any suit to protect our 
quotations. Nor is there pending any suit brought by or against any 
bucket shop. Thus our efforts to suppress the use of our quotations in 
bucket shops is a demonstrated success. 

In the suit of William Lanyon vs. James E. Bennett and the Board 
(referred to in previous reports) the Master in Chancery has made a report 
recommending the dismissal of the suit and upholding the power of the 
Board to penalize short sellers by requiring them — as RULE XXIII 
formerly did — ^to settle at the average price in the pits on the last day of 
the month, and our attorney is confident that the Federal Court will 
adopt this report. 

The suit brought by John B. Turner, a member, in the Federal Court 
at Chicago, to enjoin the Board from disciplining him on a charge of 
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intentional misstatement, made for the purpose of securing his election 
as a member, was decided in favor of the Board both in the District Court 
(Judge Alschuler), and in the Circuit Court of Appeals. The appeal 
of Mr. Turner to the U. S. Supreme Court to review this decision was 
denied. Thus the inability of the courts to interfere in disciplinary pro- 
ceedings has again been judicially affirmed. 

The appeal of this Board from the decision of the U. S. District Court, 
in the stiit brought by the Government, adjudging in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust Act the former rule establishing a call respecting 
"grain to arrive," has been recently argued by our attorney in the Supreme 
Court of the United States and a favorable decision is soon expected. 

In the suit brought by the trustee in bankruptcy of Charles F. Glavin 
to force a sale of his membership and the application of its proceeds pro 
rata among his creditors generally, in disregard of the claims held by mem- 
bers of this Board against his membership, the Circuit Court of Appeals 
upheld the Board's contention, but required the Board to issue to the 
trustee a certificate evidencing his residuar>^ interest in the membership. 

The only litigation, in which the Board is now involved, is the Lanyon 
suit (already referred to), and a suit for $200,000 damages instituted in 
1916 by John B. Turner, a member, against the Board in the Federal 
Court, in which the Board has a good defense. [Since the above repoit 
was compiled the suit of John B. Turner has been dismissed]. 

One of the declared objects of the Association is '*to secure to members 
the benefits of co-operation in the furtherance of their legitimate pursuits." 
To further this purpose, and to avoid ill-considered legal decisions which 
will become troublesome precedents to members generally, the Legal 
Advice Committee recommends the appointment of a special committee, 
to be known as the "Law Bureau," whose province it will be to keep 
informed respecting all actual and prospective litigation between members 
and others, in which a legal attack may be made upon any of the rules, 
customs or methods of business of the Association or its members generally, 
and to report to the Board of Directors any such cases, in which the 
questions are thought to be such as to justify the Board in assuming a part 
or all of the necessary legal expenses thereof. 

Another function of the committee would be to advise any member, 
who wishes to consult it respecting the interpretation of the new War 
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Revenue Law and its application to his business, and generally to aid 
members in complying with that law, as well as to secure for members 
advice on other legal questions. 

This committee should employ, and act under the advice of, a competent 
counsel, but should not enter upon, or incur the expense of, any litigation. 
The legal expenses of the committee should be pro rated upon such mem- 
bers as consult the committee in the proportion in which the committee 
shall deem each has been benefited. 

Were such a committee appointed, members should be requested to 
notify it, of their actual or prospective ligitation, in which might be made 
an attack upon the validity of any of our rules, customs or methods of 
business. 

Such a committee would be somewhat of an experiment, and shotdd 
act for the period of one year, when it could be decided, whether it was 
of suflScient benefit to the association and to members generally to justify 
its further continuance. 



TRANSPORTATION DEPARTMENT 
Geo. E. Marcy, Chairman 

Since the filing of our last annual report the United States has become 
a participant in the European war, with the result that the transportation 
difficulties encoimtered by the trade during the year 1916 continued during 
the past year, and in some respects were more serious. 

The extreme shortage of cars and the congestion of freight traffic in 
the East, existent at the time of our last report, have continued throughout 
the past year, and during its first four months were even worse than in 
the previous year. 

The high demurrage rates established in 1916, which by agreement 
were continued with some modification during 1917, for the purpose of 
remedying the car shortage, proved entirely inefficacious so far as the 
grain traffic was concerned. The two transportation essentials necessary 
to every shipper, namely, an adequate supply of cars and efficient trans- 
portation service, were almost wholly lacking at times. Early in January, 
the President of the Board of Trade appointed a Car Committee for the 
ptirpose of securing a better supply of cars for the movement of grain, 
not only from Chicago but to Chicago from countr}' points. This Com- 
mittee, with the assistance of this department, labored assiduously for 
three months with the railroad committee in Washington, and also with 
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the Interstate Commerce Commission, but with only partial success, due 
to the abnormal conditions which the carriers were unable to overcome; and 
even the unification of the Eastern railroads into one system for operating 
purposes has not given any great relief to the grain trade. 

Neither the general embargoes against the movement of grain to the 
East nor the specific embargoes of the individual Hnes on various kinds 
of freight were effectual in clearing up the congestion referred to. It is 
hoped that beneficial results will soon be felt from Priority Order No. 5, 
effective December 12th, placing Food and Feed in the Second Class as to 
car supply and movement. 

As the car shortage for country grain loading was keenly felt as early 
as August, the employment of a car clerk was authorized, to assist in 
securing cars for grain at country stations. The car derk began his 
service on September 26th. Since then requests on behalf of over 400 
country shippers have been made of the carriers for about 4000 cars. 

I. RATES TO THE EAST 

Two increases in the export rates from Chicago and points west thereof 
to the Atlantic Ports were made during the year. The first, amounting 
to 3-10 of a cent on Grain and 2-10 of a cent on Grain Products and By- 
products, became effective- in February. The second, of 1.3 cents on 
Grain and 1 J^ cents per 100 pounds on Grain Products and By-Products, 
took effect in March. These combined increases brought the export 
rates to Baltimore up to the domestic rate basis. 

An attempted increase of 15 per cent in all freight rates throughout 
the coimtry was suspended by the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
subsequently denied, except on Classes in the Eastern territory. These 
increased rates apply on Hay, Straw and Seeds. Notwithstanding the 
denial by the Interstate Commerce Commission in July of the 15 per cent 
increase in the rates on Grain and Grain Products, the Eastern railroads 
filed new tariffs, increasing the rates from Chicago and points west thereof 
to the territory east of Buffalo and Pittsburgh 2.7 cents on Grain, 2.5 
cents on Grain Products and 2.6 cents per 100 pounds on By-Products. 
These tariffs were also suspended, but as yet no decision has been handed 
down. 

The tariffs of October 1st included an increase of 3.7 cents per 100 
poimds on Oats and Barley from Minneapolis and Dtduth to Eastern 
Trunk Line Territory and to Atlantic Ports for export. The Chicago 
Board of Trade favored these increased rates from Minneapolis and Duluth, 
for the reason that the present adjustment discriminates against Chicago 
on Oats and Barley from Minnesota, North and South Dakota. 
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The rates on Com from Chicago, Detroit and Toledo to Canada were 
readjusted in tariffs last January. The tariffs also eliminated the allowance 
for elevation, and at the request of the Chicago Board of Trade, were sus- 
pended. After some negotiations between the Chicago Board of Trade 
and the Canadian railroads, the increased rates were allowed, but the 
elevation allowance was continued in effect. 

In September, 1917, substantial increases were permitted by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in the Class rates between points in Central 
Freight Association Territory, and these increases affected Hay, Straw 
and Seeds and Grain Products in less than carloads, but not Grain or 
Grain Products in carloads. 



II. INCREASES IN GRAIN RATES ILLINOIS POINTS TO 
CHICAGO, PEORIA, EAST ST. LOUIS AND CAIRO. 

The increase of approximately 1 cent per 100 poimds in the rates on 
Grain from Illinois points to Chicago, Peoria, East St. Louis and Cairo 
which the railroads sought to secure in 1913, and which was at first denied 
by the State Public Utilities Commission of Illinois, was permitted by 
that Body to take effect in May, after the opposition to the advance by 
the shippers in the interior of the State was withdrawn. Subsequently, 
the Public Utilities Commission, on a rehearing of the Five Per Cent 
Case, permitted, in October, this year, an increase of 5 per cent in grain 
rates between all points in the State which had not previously been in- 
creased under the 1 Cent Advance Rate Case. 

The grain rates to all markets in the State of Illinois from points 
within the State are now, with few exceptions, the same on intrastate as 
on interstate traffic. 



III. ILLINOIS GRAIN RATE CASES 

Orders issued by the State Public Utilities Commission of Illinois in 
favor of the Chicago Board of Trade against the Big Four and Clover 
Leaf Railways, requiring the establishment of reasonable joint through 
rates on grain from Illinois points to Chicago, mentioned in our last report, 
and which were appealed by the railroads to the Circuit Court, are still 
undecided; nor has the application of the Peoria Board of Trade for a 
change in the rates on grain from Illinois to the East, to the basis of the 
local rate into Peoria added to the reshipping rate out, mentioned in our 
last report, been decided by the Interstate ConMnerce Commission. 
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IV. GRAIN RATES FROM IOWA AND SOUTHERN MINNESOTA 

TO KANSAS CITY AND ST. LOUIS 

In October a readjustment of rates on Grain was made from Iowa and 
Southern Minnesota to Kansas Citv and St. Louis. This resulted in a 
great many increases and comparatively few reductions. There were 
also increases made in the rates on Grain from certain stations in Missouri 
and Iowa to Minneapolis. These changes were made because the relation 
of rates was not fair to Chicago, and the carriers readjusted them by 
increasing the rates to Kansas City, St. Louis and Minneapolis, instead 
of reducing the rates to Chicago. 

V. SWITCHING RATES IN CHICAGO ON GRAIN 

The Order of the Railroad and Warehouse Commission of Illinois 
made in November, 1913, reqtiiring the A. T. & S. F., C. & A. and C. & E. I. 
Railroads to absorb the switching charges on Grain in Chicago from 
Illinois points, was appealed by the carriers to the Circuit Court of Sanga- 
mon County. The taking of testimony on the appeal has been concluded 
and the case will soon be decided by the Circuit Court. 

Inasmuch as the three roads above mentioned have persistently re- 
fused to absorb the switching charges in Chicago on Grain from Illinois, 
new and broader complaints, in which damages are sought, were filed 
during the year, but have not yet been heard by the State Public Utilities 
Commission. 

VI. MINIMUM WEIGHTS ON GRAIN 

The minimum carload weights on Grain in the Official Classification 
Territory were increased in February on domestic shipments. Subse- 
quently, the increased minimtmis on domestic traffic were also applied on 
export traffic via Atlantic Ports. This results in the same minimimi 
weights on export Grain as on Grain for domestic use. 

The railroads in Western territory issued tariffs ^eatly increasing the 
minimimi weights on grain, and as these were not satisfactory to the 
grain shippers, the Interstate Commerce Commission suspended the tariffs. 
After many meetings between the grain shippers and the Western railroads, 
a new weight schedule was agreed upon, and if approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, will be published to apply on interstate traffic. 

In the new minimtmi weight schedule in the Official Classification 
Territory, also in the proposed schedule in the Western territory, provision 
has been made allowing sufficient space in cars for inspection and venti- 
lation. Heretofore no specific provision has been made in the tariffs for 
this necessary space. 
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VII. PROPOSED INCREASED CHARGES FOR RECONSIGNMENT 

Early in the year all the carriers in the United States issued tariffs 
providing either for the elimination entirely of the reconsignment service, 
or for a greatly increased charge on nearly all carload freight, except Grain. 
Owing to the great opposition on the part of shippers to the new tariffs, 
they were suspended by the Interstate Commerce Commission and State 
Public Utilities Commission of Illinois. Both have held hearings lasting 
over a considerable period, and the matter is now in their hands for 
adjudication. 

VIII. INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION INVESTIGA- 
TION OF THE PAYMENT OF LOSS AND DAMAGE 

CLAIMS ON GRAIN 

During the year the Interstate Commerce Conmiission held a number 
of hearings throughout the coimtry, including several at Chicago, as to the 
general conditions surrounding the payment of loss and damage claims 
on grain by the carriers. The prime object, as stated by the Commission, 
was to discover if there was any unjust discrimination in the methods of 
payment. The hearings developed that there is great friction between 
carriers and 'grain shippers throughout the entire coimtry, resulting in 
the loss of thousands of dollars by the shippers each year. It is to be 
hoped that some steps will be taken by the Commission to secure greater 
promptness and uniformity in the settlement of this class of claims. It 
has been suggested that an arbitration board be formed here at Chicago, 
consisting of representatives of the carriers and representatives of the 
shippers, for the handling of disputed loss and damage claims on grain. 
This plan is still being considered and no definite report can be made upon 
it at this time. We fed, however, that it would be a step in the right 
direction. 

IX. BOAT LINE SERVICE CHICAGO TO LAKE ERIE PORTS 

In September, the Federal Government commandeered the vessels of the 
Lehigh Valley Transportation Company and the Great Lakes Transit 
Corporation which had been in the freight package and bulk grain service 
from Chicago to Buffalo and other Lake Erie Ports. Since then there has 
been no regular lake service between Chicago and Buffalo. The Chicago 
Board of Trade had pending complaints against these lake lines because 
they had discontinued absorbing the switching charges from the mills in 
the Chicago District, but these complaints were withdrawn on the seizure 
of the vessels by the Government, on account of the uncertainty as to 
when regular service would be resumed. 
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X. LEGISLATION AFFECTING TRANSPORTATION 

The Federal Bill of Lading Act, commonly known as the Pomerene Act, 
relating to imiform bills of lading in interstate and foreign commerce, took 
effect January 1, 1917. 

An Act, known as the Esch Bill, conferring upon the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission jurisdiction over the movement, distribution, exchange, 
interchange and return of freight cars, became effective dtuing the year. 
This Bill Was advocated by the shipping public generally. 

In August the Act to Regulate Commerce was amended and provided 
for increasing the membership of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
from seven to nine members; and the Act was also amended to provide 
that imtil January 1, 1920, no increased rate could be filed except after 
approval by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

IN GENERAL 

A considerable part of this department's time has been devoted to the 
handling of matters incident to our country's entrance into the war — 
such as the arbitrary fixing of wheat prices, licenses for exportation of com 
into Canada, and the Government war tax on freight charges. 

Numerous other questions more directly relating to transportation, of 
more than minor importance, have been disposed of during the year, 
amongst which were the Belt Railway Switching Cases; the changes made 
by the Western roads in their charges for run-by and set-back service; 
and the question of cancellation of inbound tonnage account of shrinkage 
of com due to drying. These matters and many others were amicably 
settled through negotiations with the carriers. 

There was made public at the time of writing this report the proclama- 
tion of the President of the United States, assuming the control of the oper- 
ation of the nation's railroads under the supervision of a Director-General. 
Beneficial results may follow from this imification of the railway systems, 
by more economical operation, Government financial aid to the carriers, 
and also by possibly avoiding interruption to traffic through labor disputes. 

It is, however, too early to predict what effect this new Government 
policy, with no guide posts of experience and precedent pointing out the 
way, will have upon the business of the members of the Chicago Board 
of Trade.

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REPORT OF THE GRAIN COMMITTEE 

Chicago, January 10, 1918. 
To THE Board of Directors of the 

Board of Trade of the City of Chicago. 

Gentlemen: 

The year has been an eventful one for the Grain Committee. Matters 
of importance to the trade came up daily and received immediate attention 
and were promptly adjusted to the satisfaction of all parties interested. 

In the early months of the year, the stock of wheat, which had been 
here on storage for some time, moved out freely and distribution was 
satisfactory. The large stocks of Com, Oats and Barley moved out 
under similar favorable conditions. 

The mid-season found our Department bare of business, as receipts 
were light and forwarding was slack on account of the light receipts. It 
became necessary then to do some shifting as to the employment of our 
men. This was successfully done without injury to any of them. 

Improvements have been made in the Department, so that our sampling 
methods and moisture-testing methods are recognized by all branches of 
the business. We have been handicapped seriously by the small move- 
ment of grain to and from this market. Comparing the movement with 
the closing for 1916, there was a shortage of 39,961 cars and a shortage 
of 13,000,000 bushels forwarded. Under this serious handicap, it aflFords 
me pleasure in reporting a credit of $315.54 for the year. 

Federal grading of wheat went into effect on August 1st. This new 
method requires more detail for proper classification and so far has given 
reasonable satisfaction to the trade. Thorough trials, however, could 
not be seciu'ed in view of the changed conditions under which this business 
was conducted. Federal grading of grain should always receive proper 
attention, as neglect may be to the disadvantage of this market. 

The help of the other members of the Committee was earnest, thorough 
and was deeply appreciated, as often they were needed for hurried con- 
ferences and their own business affairs disturbed. 

The assistance of Mr. H. Ulrich, Manager, and his employes was 
thorough and reliable. 

The work has been interesting and has been performed willingly and 
with pleasure. I would recommend for future guidance that compensa- 
tion should be allowed when the Committee is called to perform service 
and such absence from their business results in a loss, and which to me 
was very heavy. 

I thank you for the confidence you have placed in me.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of IlUnois, represented in the 
General Assembly:

Sbc. 6. Said corporation shall have the right to admit or expel 
such persons as they may see fit. in manner to be prescribed by the 
Rules, Regulations and By-Laws thereof. 

Sbc. 7. Said corporation may constitute and appoint Committees 
of Reference and Arbitration, and Committees of Appeals, who shall 
be governed by such rules and regulations as may be prescribed in the 
Rules, Regulations or By-Laws for the settlement of such matters

Said bonds 
shall be made payable and conditioned as prescribed by the Rules or 
By-Laws of said corporation, and may be sued and the moneys col- 
lected and held for the use of the party injured, or such other use as 
may be determined upon by said corporation. 

Sec. 10. Said corporation shall have power to appoint one or 
more persons, as they may see fit, to examine, measure, weigh, gauge, 
or inspect fiour, grain, provisions, liquor, lumber, or any other articles 
of produce or traffic commonly dealt in by the members of said cor- 
poration; and the certificate of such person or inspector as to the 
quality or quantity of any such article, or their brand or mark upon 
it, or upon any package containing such article, shall be evidence 
between buyer and seller of the quantity, grade or quality of the 
same, and shall be binding upon the members of said corporation, or 
others interested, and requiring or assenting to the employment of 
such weighers, measurers, gaugers, or inspectors; nothing herein 
contained, however, shall compel the employment, by any one, of 
any such appointee. 

Sbc 11. Said corporation may infiict fines upon any of its mem- 
bers, and collect the same, for breach of its Rules, Regulations, or 
By-Laws; but no fine shall exceed five dollars. Such fines may be 
collected by action of debt, before a justice of the peace, in the name 
of the corporation. 



Sbc. 12. Said corporation shall have no power or authority to^^itation 
do or carry on any business excepting such as is usual in the manage- ^ ^^^'*' 
ment of boards of trade or chambers of commerce, or as provided in 
the foregoing sections of this bill.

In accordance with the franchises conferred by its Charter, and

Any corporation applying for membership in the Clear- 
ing House of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, shall accom- 
pany such application with a statement of the affairs of such cor- 
poration at that time, which statement shall show the amount of 
the capital stock authorized by its charter, the amount of said capital 
stock which has been paid in cash, and shall give a financial exhibit 
of the affairs of the corporation, which statement shall be sworn to 
by two executive officers thereof. Any corporation applying for 
membership in the Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City 
of Chicago may be admitted to such membership only upon recom- 
mendation of the Clearing House Committee, in the exercise of its 
discretion, and upon approval by at least ten affirmative ballot votes 
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of the Board of Directors, provided that three negative ballot votes 
are not cast against such corporation. Any corporation which now 
is, or which may hereafter become a member of the Clearing House 
of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, may, in the discretion 
of the Board of Directors, be suspended from the privileges of such 
membership upon the recommendation of the Clearing House Com- 
mittee, after a proper hearing: provided such recommendation is 
approved by at least twelve afl&ramtive votes of the Board of Directors. 
No corporation shall be admitted to or have at any time the privileges 
of the Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, 
unless two executive officers of such corporation are members of this 
Association in good standing, and are the bona fide owners of a reason- 
able amount of the stock of such corporation. The Board of Directors 
shall require each and every corporation transacting business in its 
own name on the Board of Trade to file in the office of the Secretary 
of the Board, on or before the thirty-first day of January in each year, 
a statement of the affairs of such corporation upon the first day of 
said month, which statement shall show the amount of said capital 
stock which has been paid in cash, and shall give a financial exhibit of 
the affairs of the corporation, which statement shall be sworn to by 
two executive officers, members of this Association. Bvery corporation 
must file with the Secretary of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago 
a copy of its by-laws, or resolution of its directory, showing the author- 
ity of such officers to transact its business on the Exchange. 

The Board of Directors may also require, at any time during the 
year, such a statement from such corporation, and upon a petition 
asking for such statement as to any such corporation by twenty-five 
(26) members of the Association, shall require the same to be filed 
forthwith; such statement shall be open to inspection only of members 
of the Association. 

Whenever any such statement shall show that the capital stock 
of any corporation has been impaired or reduced in fair cash value 
below the amount named in its original application, the Board of 
Directors may, in its discretion, upon the recommendation of the 
Qearing House Committee, suspend such corporation from the 
privileges of the Clearing Hotise until such impairment has been 
made good; provided such recommendation is approved by at least 
ten affirmative ballots of the Board of Directors. 

No firm, or individual, shall be admitted to the privileges of the 
Clearing House without the approval of the Board of Directors of 
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the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago. Any firm, or individual, 
which now is or which may hereafter become a member of the Clearing 
House of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago may, in the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Directors, be suspended from the privileges 
of such membership upon the recommendation of the Clearing House 
Committee, after a proper hearing, provided such recommendation is 
approved by at least twelve affirmative votes of the Board of Directors. 



No firm shall have, at any time, the privileges of the Clearing 
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Sec. 31. When any- member of this Association, knowing him- 
self, or the firm in which he is a partner, or the corporation of which he 
is an executive officer, to be in an insolvent condition, shall make any 
contract on his own account, or on account of such firm or corporation, 
under the rules of this Association, whereby pecuniary loss shall 
result to any other member, or to any firm or corporation entitled 
to transact business on this Exchange, he shall be suspended or ex- 
pelled at the discretion of the Board of Directors; or, when any 
member of this Association, knowing himself, or the firm in which he 
is a partner, or the corporation of which he is an executive officer, to 
be in an insolvent condition, shall accept on his own account, or on 
account of any such firm or corporation, any money or security or 
securities as margins from any customer on any trade or trades made 
under the rules of this Board, whereby pecuniary loss shall result to 
the person, firm or corporation depositing such margins, such member 
shall be suspended or expelled at the discretion of the Board of 
Directors. 

Sec. 32. All wheat, corn, oats and rye purchased, subject to Chicago 
Board of Trade weights or Chicago inspection, by a member or mem- 
bers ot this Association, at points outside of Chicago for shipment to 
this market (the term "this market" as used herein including 
all places where Chicago inspection or weighing prevail) shall carry 
in addition to all other charges prescribed by the rules of this Asso- 
ciation, a charge of three-fourths of one per cent on wheat and one 
per cent on corn, rye and oats, excepting when the same amounts to less 
than J^c per bushel on wheat, corn or rye, and ^c per bushel on oats, 
in which case %c per bushel on wheat, corn and rye and J^c per bushel 
on oats shall be the minimum charge in case the purchase be made 
from a non-member. On purchases made from a member, a minimum 
of one-half of one per cent on wheat, and Ji of one per cent on com, 
oats and rye shall be charged, unless same amounts to less than 3^ 
per bushel on wheat, corn and rye and %c per bushel on oats. When 
the charges are made on a percentage basis they shadl be reduced to 
the greatest fraction that is a multiple of one-eighth. In computing 
this charge all fractions of less than one-eighth shall be ignored. Ex- 
ample — Grrain bought at 90 cents per bushel from a non-member 
where the basis of the charge is one per cent would carry a charge of 
J^c per bushel. These charges are established to cover all incidental 
expenses incurred in handling and financing such grain at this market, 
and accordingly this rule shall not be applicable to such grain purchased 
from a member of this Association, in Dusiness at Chicago, who finances 
and attends to the arrival, the delivery, the collection and accounting 
of and for such grain. In order to facilitate the transaction of all 
business governed by this rule, the Board of Directors shaU establish 
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and maintain during a part or the whole of each day upon which the 
exchange is open for ousmess, a place where buyers and sellers of wheat, 
com, oats and rye to arrive may gather and freely buy or sell or offer to 
buy or sell the various commodities traded in thereon. The Board of 
Directors are further empowered to establish all necessary and proper 
regulations governing the terms and conditions upon which said trading 
shall be conducted both during and after the close of such market. 
After the close of the regular market, any member, upon proper record 
being made of the same, may purchase or offer to purchase, wheat, 
com, oats or rye for shipment to this market at any price said member 
may see fit to bid, provided such bid shall all'^w the aforesaid charges. 
Such purchases shall be deemed to be subject to such Internal Revenue 
or other Government tax, if any, as may be incurred on the property by 
the buyer. 

The intent of this rule is that all sales of wheat, com, oats or rye 
made in accordance therewith shall be filled by the delivery of grain 
billed direct from the country point of origin to the seller at this 
market. Whenever the seller of such grain, prior to its arrival in 
Chicago, shall furnish to the buyer thereof the number of the car, or 
cars containing said grain, the grade established by the State Inspec- 
tion Department of Illinois shall be final between the seller and buyer 
at this market. In case the seller shall neglect or refuse to supply 
said information to the buyer prior to the arrival of the grain at this 
market, then the buyer upon delivery thereof shall have the right to 
appeal from the decision of said Inspection Department to the Grain 
Committee of this Association. 

This rule has been enacted to secure a broad, open and competitive 
market for the commodities traded therein, and any member of this 
Association transacting business in his own name, or firm, one at least 
of whose partners is a member of this Association, or corporation, one 
at least of whose executive officers is a member of this Association, 
wh3 shall wilfully purchase or ofi"er to purchase any such grain for 
shipment to this market on a basis which shall not allow the aforesaid 
charges, shall, upon conviction, be subject to such discipline as the 
Board of Directors may elect to impose. 

Sec. 33. The employment by members of all persons soliciting Solicitors, 
orders for the purchase or sale of property for future delivery upon this 
Exchange, or for the purchase or sale of property to be shipped to this 
market, or, for the consignment of property to this market for the 
purpose of sale, or, for the disposition in any manner of property dealt 
in upon this Exchange, shall be in accordance with regulations estab- 
lished and promulgated by the Board of Directors. All pervious solicit- 
ing the business above described shall be divided into two classes 
first, "Solicitors," second "Brokers." Solicitors, whether members 
of this Association or not, shall include all persons who give their 
entire time and services to one employer at a fixed salary. A broker 
under this rule must be a member of this Association who solicits 
purchases of grain at points outside of Chicago for shipment to this 
market. A non-member of this Association may be employed as a 
solicitor only, and not as a broker, whereas a member of this Associ- 
ation may either be a solicitor or a broker, but having elected to act in 
one capacity, he shall not be permitted at the same time to act in the 
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Other. All solicitors, whether members or not, shall be employed by 
bat one employer at the same time and shall receive for their services 
no other compensation whatsoever than a fixed salary which shall not 
be changed oftener than once in six months. A broker under this 
rule shall be entitled to receive on all grain purchased for the principal 
a compensation of one-eighth (){) of one (1) cent per bushel and none 
other. This compensation, however, shall not apply on grain purchased 
from an individual, firm or corporation in the business of which the 
broker has any financial interest whatsoever, or from which he receives 
any compensation in the way of salary or otherwise, or upon grain 
shipped to this market upon consignment. No individual, firm or 
corporation enjoying membership privileges in this Association shall 
employ any person as such solicitor until such solicitor shall have been 
approved by the Membership Committee, nor continue such employ- 
ment after having been directed by said Committee to terminate 
said employment. Provided, however, that a member-employer shall 
have the right of appeal from any such decision of the Membership 
Committee to the Board of Directors. 

A member may solicit con§ignments to this market from non- 
members and receive as compensation for such service one-eighth of 
one cent per bushel, provided that he first file with the Membership 
Committee an application to be registered as a commission-partici- 
pating solicitor, stating therein the member, firm or corporation for 
whom he will solicit; provided further, that such registration can not 
be for more than one member, firm or corporation at one time; pro- 
vided further, that such participation shall not be permissible until the 
non-member consignor shall have notified, in writing, on each shipment, 
the member, firm or corporation that such consignments are at the 
solicitation of the member so registered; nor shall it be permissible to 
solicit under this provision business from firms in which such soliciting 
member has any interest, or to solicit business from a member. 

The broad intent of this rule is to give to members all the rights, 
privileges and preferences which membership in the Association justly 
and reasonably accord, and this rule shall be liberally construed at all 
times so as to effectuate this object. 

When any member, firm or corporation, transacting business 
in their own name, is convicted by the Board of Directors of a violation 
of this rule, or any regulation thereunder, such member, or the members 
of such firm, or the officers or managers of such corporation, shall be 
subject to such discipline under the rules as the Board of Directors, 
in its discretion, shall impose. 
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Sbc. 34. Whenever it shall appear to the Board of Directors Control over

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RULE V. 

DUTIES OF TRB SBCRBTART AND ASSISTANT SBCRBTART 

Section 1. The Secretary, under the direction and control of 
the Board of Directors, shall keep a journal of the proceedings of 
the Association; take charge of the seal, books, papers and property 
belonging to the Association; keep an account of the imports and 
exports of the city, collect and record valuable statistical information 
pertaining to the commercial, mercantile and manufacturing interests 
of the City of Chicago, and post the same on 'Change daily; and on or 
about the 1st of January in each year, he shall make to the Association 
a full report of the business of the city for the preceding year ending 
December 31, embracing such other information in his possession as 
may be of interest to the members.- He shall furnish to the chairman 
of every special committee a copy of the resolutions whereby such 
committee shall have been appointed, and under the direction of the 
President, he shall give notice of any meetings of the Board of Directors 
or of the Association. He shall conduct the correspondence of the 
Association, and read such records or papers as the presiding officer 
may direct; shall attend meetings of the Committees of Arbitration, 
of Appeals, and of the Board of Directors, and keep an official record 
of their proceedings, give notices when their services are required, 
issue the necessary notices and papers to parties, and deliver copies of 
all awards or findings.

on the bulletin of the Exchange, may be admitted to membership 
upon approval by at least ten (10) affirmative ballot votes of the 
Board of Directors; provided, that three negative ballot votes are not 
cast against such applicant, and upon payment of an initiation fee of 
twenty*five thousand dollars, or on presentation of an unimpaired or 
tmforfeited membership, duly transferred, and by signing an agreement 
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to abide by the Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of the Association, 
and all amendments that may be made thereto. 

Sec. 2. Every member shall be entitled to receive a certificate of 
membership, bearing the corporate seal of the Association and the 
signatures of the President and Secretary; and if the member in whose 
name said certificate stands has paid all assessments due, and has 
against him no outstanding, unadjusted or unsettled claims or con- 
tracts held by members of the Association, and said membership is 
not in any way impaired or forfeited, it shall, upon the payment of two 
hundred and fifty (250) dollars, be transferable upon the books of the 
Association to any person eligible to membership who may be approved 
by the Board of Directors, after due notice, by posting, as provided 
in Section 1 of this Rule. The membership of a deceased member 
shall be transferable in like manner, by his legal representative, 
without the payment of the transfer fee. Prior to the transfer of any 
membership, application for such transfer shall be posted upon the 
bulletin of the Exchange for at least ten days, when, if no objection is 
made, it shall be assumed the member has no outstanding claims 
against him. 

All monejrs derived from the transfer of memberships, under and 
by virtue of the provisions of this Rule, shall constitute a fund to be 
applied by the Board of Directors to the liquidation of the bonded 
indebtedness of this Association. 

Sec. 3. When the annual assessment is made, it shall be con- 
sidered due, and any member neglecting or refusing to pay the same 
within thirty days thereafter, may be excluded from the rooms of the 
Association until such assessment is paid. And in case of the failure 
of any member to pay the annual assessment during the whole of any 
fiscal year of the Association (said fiscal year beginning and closing 
with the day of the regular annual election), such failure shall of 
itself operate as a forfeiture and cancellation of the membership of 
such member and of all rio[hts and privileges thereunder, provided, 
that the Board of Directors shall have authority to remit the annual 
assessment of any member while said member is in the service of the 
army or the navy of the United States when the United States is at 
war. Paymeni of annual assessments by a member while under sus- 
pension shall not be construed as in any way affecting such suspension. 

Sec. 4. If any applicant shall intentionally or willfully misstate 
or suppress any fact, or be guilty of any other fraudulent or dishonest 
act to secure his acceptance as a member, and thereafter and thereby 
become a member, the Membership Committee shall, upon the dis- 
covery of such misconduct, immediately report the same to the Board 
of Directors, which, after due notice to such member of the time and 
place of such hearing, shall investigate such charges, and if such 
member shall be found guilty the Board of Directors shall declare 
such membership forfeited. 

RULE XL 

MESSENGERS. 

Section 1. The Board of Directors shall be authorized, under

Sbction 1. A. Members may act as brokers between other 
members only, except in making contracts between members of this 
Association and authorised agents of transportation companies, 
vessel owners, railroad, insurance or banking companies in connection 
with the ordinary legitimate business of the latter, but in all cases 
the agent or broker of such person, firm or corporation, shall be held 
liable both for the acceptance of contracts by alleged principals and 
for the faithful execution of the same, under the rules of the Asso- 
ciation, by such principal. Provided that on C I. F. contracts for 
grain for diipment to points outside Chicago, the broker so contracting 
may, if desired, give up to members for whose account such contracts 
have been made, the name of his principal, even though such principal 
be not a member of this Association. Provided, however, that in 
such cases brokers shall be held liable both for the acceptance of such 
contracts and for their faithful performance under the rules of this 
Association. 

B. Brokers shall be held personally liable on any transaction 
made by them until they have given the name of a principal acceptable 
to the other party to the transaction. 

C. A commission or brokerage must be paid on every transaction 
as prescribed in this rule.

G. It is hereby provided that upon transactions specified in the 
foregoing paragraphs of this section which are made for the account 
of members of this Association, or for firms one of whose general 
partners is a member, or for corporations entitled under Section 8 
of this rule to members' rates, one-half of the foregoing minimum 
specified rates shall be charged and shall be the minimum rates in 
such ca«es; provided, that the members' rate per 1,000 bushels or 
multiples thereof, for delivery in lots of less than 5,000 bushels, shall 
be one dollar per 1,000 bushels, when for the personal account of the 
member, firm or corporation for whom the trade is made.

These requirements shall apply only to shipments from country 
points, either to Chicago or to other markets, if purchased in Chicago 
market, whether such property is to be shipped or is in transit. 

BUYING OR SELLING VESSEL LOTS. 

Sec. 6. A. The following rates of commission, being just and 
reasonable, are hereby established for receiving and selling, or for 
buying and shipping the following described property by ve^els:

These shall be the minimum rates for both members and non- 
members. 

ADDITIONAL CHARGES. 

Sec. 7. A. In addition to all the rates of commission pre- 
scribed by this rule, there shall be charged all legitimate expenses 
incurred in handling and caring for the property involved, including 
storage, insurance, inspection, weighing. Cost of sampling shall 
not be considered a charge against the property. 

CORPORATIONS. 

Sec 8. A. Anv corporation having for one of its executive 
officers and stockholders a member of this Board, may submit to the 
Board of Directors, or a conmiittee appointed for such purpose, a 
full disclosure of the relations of such member to such corporation, 
and if such member shall, upon investigation, be found to be a real 
bona fide and substantial executive officer and stockholder of such 
corporation, and that such relation is not created for the sole purpose 
of obtaining members' rates, such corporation shall be thereafter^ 
and so long as such member shall remain such officer and stockholder, 
entitled to members' rates provided in this rule; provided, that for the 
purpose of this rule, not more than one corporation can be represented 
by the same member of this Association as its executive officer. 

Whenever any such corporation shall be so found entitled to 
members' rates, it shall, whenever requested by the Board of Directors, 
or such committee, make a full disclosure of the then existing relations 
of such member to such corporation. If it shall refuse so to do, its 
right to members' rates shall thereupon cease. 

B. On all transactions for the account of any officer, agent, 
employe or stockholder of any such corporation, not a member of 
this Association, such corporation must exact non-members' rates 
of commissions. 

C. No firm or corporation shall enjoy members' rates by virtue 
of a membership in the Chicago Board of Trade in the name of one 
of its members, if a firm, or in the name of one of its executive officers, 
if a corporation, if said member of the Board shall at the same time 
be a member of a firm, or an executive officer of a oorporatiott, 
represented in tiie membership of the Gearing House of the Board 
of Trade. One membership shall only secure members' rates to one 
firm or one corporation. 

CONSTRUCTIONS. 

Sec 9. A. On all transactions where the purchase or sale 
of cash grain is made contingent on the price ruling for future delivery, 
and where the purchase or sale of the future delivery is at once accom- 
plished, fixing by such transaction the value of the cash grain so 
bought or sold, it shall be construed that the purchase or sale of the 
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future delivery shall be a part of the cash transaction. Should the 
purchase or sale of grain for future delivery upon which the cash 
transaction is based be held subject to the convenience or subject to 
the orders of the parties with whom such transaction is made, then 
all such business for future delivery shall be subject to the regular 
rates of commission as prescribed in this rule. 

B. In no case shall the aggregate amount of brokerage allowed on 
any transaction be such that the net commission to members on such 
transaction shall be less than the minimum rates prescribed in Para- 
graph H, Section 4 of this rule, for clearing trades for members. 

C. Members cannot abate or divide with other members the rates 
prescribed in Paragraph H, Section 4 of this rule, for clearing. 

D. A firm whose only member of the Association is a special 
partner in such firm is not entitled to members' rates. 

£. A firm or a corporation shall charge regular rates of commis- 
sion on all transactions in which only a part of such firm or corpora- 
tion appears as a principal. 

F Any member who. or whose firm or corporation, shall be con- 
victed by the Board of Directors of a violation of the provisions of 
this rule, or of any evasion thereof by making rebates m prices, by 
making any contract or observing any contract already made, by 
furnishing a membership in this Exchange, by giving any bonus, 
gift, donation or otherwise, or shall purchase or offer to purchase any 
grain, seeds, provisions or other commodities consigned to him. them, 
or it, for sale, or by rendering any other service or concession whatso- 
ever, with the intent to evade in any way directly or indirectly the 
regular rates of commission or brokerage established by this rule, 
•hall be expelled from this Association. Free telegraphic communi- 
cation, however, shall not be construed as a violation of this rule. 

G. The Board of Directors is authorized to offer a reward of not 
more than twenty-five hundred dollars to any person who shall fur- 
nish evidence that does convict any member, firm or corporation of a 
violation of this rule. 

RULE XV. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Section 1. No appropriation of money or other property of the 
Association shall be made except to defray its legitimate business 
expenditures or to promote the purpose of its organization. 

RULE XVL 

HOURS FOR REGULAR TRADING. 

Section 1. No trade or contract for the future delivery of grain 
or provisions shall be made, or offered to be made, by any member or 
members of this Association, in the Exchange room of the Board, nor 
in any of the public streets, courts or passages in the immediate 
vicinity thereof, or in any hall, or exchange hall, or corridor in any 
building located or fronting on any such streets, courts or passages, 
on any business day, except from 0:30 o'clock a. m. to 1:15 o'clock 
p. M., or upon any Saturday except from 0:30 o'clock a. m. to 12 o'clock 
K., nor on any day or that part of any day on which the Board shall 
hold no business session; it being the object and intent of this rule 
that all such trading which may tend to the maintenance of a public 
market shall be confined within the hours above specified. On any 
alleged violation by a member of this Association of the provisions of 
this rule which shall be brought to the attention of the President of 
the Board by creditable report, it shall be the duty of the President

house unless it is conveniently approachable by vessels of ordinary 
draft and has customary shipping facilities, and unless the storage 
rates on all grain or flax seed m such warehouses in bulk and in good 
condition, smill not be in excess of one cent per bushel for the first ten 
days or part thereof, and one-thirtieth (1-30) of one cent per bushel 
for each additional day thereafter until from and after July 1, 1917, 
when the storage rates shall not be in excess of one (1) cent per bushd 
for the first ten days or part thereof, and one-twenty-fifth (1-26) of 
one cent per bushel for each additional day thereafter so long as 
such grain or flax seed remains in good condition, and unless the 
proprietors or managers of such warehouse are in good financial 
standing and credit, and are carrying on and intend to continue 
to carry on the legitimate business of public warehousemen under 
the laws of the State of Illinois and in accordance with the Rules 
of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago and the Regulations 
and Requirements of the Board of Directors and tmtil the proprietors

grain in warehouses — when conforming to the following requirements: 

A. When within the Chicago Switching District; or, if arriving 
from outside of the same, when it has reached the railroad yards, 
where samples are taken by the Illinois State Grain Inspection Depart- 
ment, and when billed to an elevator the receipts of wnich are regular 
on delivery; provided nevertheless, that grain so delivered shsul be 
unloaded into the elevator to which it is billed before the delivery shall 
be deemed complete, and bills for ^rain so tendered shall not be due 
and payable until the elevator receipt covering same shall have been 
delivered to the buyer. Provided further, that deliveries under this 
rule may be diverted by the buyer from unloading at a regular ware- 
house to any other unloading where the same will be weighed by the 
Weighing Department of this Association, by paying for the property 
before diversion. 

B. When the grade of such grain tendered is evidenced as being 
a proper grade tmder the rules for tender, by a certificate of inspection 
of the IlHnois State Grain Inspection Department showing the in- 
spection to have been made during the last three business days of 
same month, which grade the seller shall be deemed as guaranteeing 
to the buyer to remain such until the buyer has had a reasonable time 
to unload; provided, that tenders of grain loaded from elevators 
within the Chicago S¥ntching District shall, in addition to the Illinois 
State Grain Inspection Department certificate, have a certificate of 
approval of its quality by the Grain Sampling Department of this 
Board based on examination made during last three days of the month. 
Provided, that if the grade of grain in oars inspected is, on reinspection, 
or on appeal, lowered by the Illinois State Grain Inspection Depart- 
ment, such change of the grade shall not invalidate any deliveries on 
contracts of grain made before the grade has been so changed; and the 
adjustment of any damages sustained by the holder of the grain at the 
time such change in grade is known to the holder shall then be deter- 
mined on the basis of the market price of the day of delivery and shall 
become at once due and payable. 

C. When covered by a duly authorized "order" railroad receipt 
showing the grain to be billed to a regular elevator properly endorsed 
to convey titte thereto. The delivery notice shall describe the railroad 
receipt in its essential features (date, issuing railroad, car number with 
name or initial and weight of contents), and shall be the basis of 
computing and determining all items chargeable to the property 
tendered same as storage (£arges against warehouse receipts. Pro- 
vided, that in the event of all regular storage in the City of Chicago 
being filled, or for any reason unobtainable, and sellers being unable to 
procure railroad receipts covering consignments of cars to regular 
elevators, ddivery of original bills of lading or railroad receipts issued 
therefor, the same not showing consignment to any elevator, shall be 
deemed a valid tender on contracts. 

D. When the quantity so delivered is evidenced by weight 
certificates of the Weighing Department of this Association; or, if 
evidenced by weight certificate other than above; or, if the weight be 
estimated on the basis of the rated capacity of the car, such other 
weight certificate, or such estimated weight, shall be deemed to be 
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guaranteed by the seller to the buyer; and any excess over such weight 
so evidenced, at time of tinloading, if then weighed by the Weighing 
Department of this Association, shall be settled for at the current 
market value on the day such variation is known to both parties, and 
any recess from such estimated weight shall be settled for at the 
current market value on the day of defivery. The weight of all carlots 
so delivered and finally unloaded at any elevator, the receipts of which 
are regular on delivery, shall be deemed the final weights on which 
settlement is made. 

Sec. 2. All deliveries of grain and flaxseed in 1,000 and 5,000 DeliveriM, 
bushel lots; of mess pork, lard or s. p. hams, in 50 and 250 package I^h^^ ^ H#i 
lots; or of meats in lots of 25,000 and 50,000 lbs., in store, on time 
contracts, shall be made between 9:30 a. m. and 11:00 o'clock A. if., 
at the office of the clearing member who has the property bought, or 
shall be made in the Exchange Hall, or in such other place as may 
be designated by the Board of Directors between the hours of 1:30 
and 2:00 o'clock p. M., except as hereinafter provided. All such 
deliveries shall be made by a notice in writing, which notice shall j,.^ 
state on its face the place of business of its issuer. Such notice shall ^' 

state in detail the warehouse receipts proposed to be delivered, and 
in the case of provisions in packages, or lard, the packer's brand, and 
the contract price on which delivery is proposed to be made, also the 
net cash value (deducting extra storage) of said property at the Deaoription of 
market price. Twice each day at stated hours, it shall be the duty prooedlire. 
of the Secretary to post or cause to be posted, in a suitable place, the 
market price of such grain or provisions as are deliverable on time 
contracts. The first price posted shall be applicable to deliveries 
between 9:30 o'clock and 11:00 o'clock a. m. The second price 
posted shall be applicable to deliveries between 1 :30 and 2 :00 o'clock 
F. M. Such delivery notice may be passed from one purchaser to 
another before 11:00 o'clock a. m., or before 2:00 o'dock p. m., as the 
case may be, by indorsement thereon by the seller, of the name of the 
party to whom it is to be delivered, together with the contract price 
at which the property is sold, and also the time at which the dehvery 
is made. In the case of deliveries made outside of the buver's office, 
as provided above, the first delivery of such notice shall be made 
before 1:35 o'clock p. m., and any party holding such notice longer 
than five minutes as shown by the mdorsement on same of the time 
of the previous delivery, shall not be permitted to deliver it. 
Provided, however, that on the last business day of any month, a party 
having pain bought in 1,000 bushel lots and sold in 5,000 bushel lots 
may dehver five 1,000 bushel lots on 5,000 bushel lot contracts not later 
than five minutes after ha vine received the last 1,000 bushel lot, by 
attaching the five notices finmy to each other and making the usual 
endorsement upon the last notice, as hereinbefore provided. Any 
person indorsing upon said notices any fictitious name or the name 
of any person, firm or corporation other than that of the person, firm 
or corporation to whom he tenders the notice upon a bona fide sale of 
the property mentioned therein, actually made b^ himself, or the firm, 
or tne corporation he represents, or upon the wntten order of another 
member, nrm, or corporation on whose behalf he makes such tender, 
or who shall make any alteration therein, or anv substitution of 
propertv other than that originally" named in the notice bjr the original 
issuer tnereof, shall be deemed guilty of gross fraud, and, if a member, 
he shall be suspended or expelled, at the discretion of the Board of 
Directors; and if not a member, such person shall be permanently 
excluded from the rooms of the Association. All delivery notices 
issued under this rule shall be consecutivelv numbered by the parties 
issuing them. Notices of readiness to deliver propertv as herein 
provided, and all subsequent transfers of such notices, shall be deemed 
and hdd to be a valid and sufficient tender of property, on time con-

All expense and RmonnbiUty 
risk of carrying property defaulted on, including a commission of one- jj^^*"**"^ 
quarter of one cent x>^ bushel on grain, and one-quarter of one per 
cent on the market value of provisions, shall be payable to the party 
required to make resale, by the party to whom he had the property 
sold, he to be reimbursed by the one to whom he delivered the notice 
of delivery and so on until it is finally paid by the party in default. 
And in case of such default and resale of property all differences shall 
be adjusted as hereinbefore provided, on the basis of the price at 
which the property shall have been resold. All parties having property 
due them on time sales shall be present, or shall be represented by an Parties to be 
authorized employe, in the Exchange Hall, or such other place as may SdeUv«ie£°^ 
be designated by the Board of Directors, between the hours of 1:30 
and 2:00 o'clock p. u. of each business day, and on days when the 
Board adjourns at 12:00 o'clock u,, between the hours of 12:30 and 
1 :00 o'clock p. M., and on the first business day of each month between 
the hours of 8:30 and 9:15 o'clock a. ic. ; and admission to the Exchange 
Hall, or such other place as may be designated by the Board of Direc- 
tors, shall be denied all parties after 1:30, 12:30 o'clock p. u. or 8:30 
o'clock A. M., as the case may be. Any property which cannot be 
delivered owing to the absence of the buyer from the Exchange Hall,

In case it should appear on com- 
plaint duly made to the Board of Directors that any member has been 
guilty of issuix^; a notice of readiness to deliver property as herein 
provided, who had not the property mentioned in such notice, in his 
control or possession at the time of issuing such notice, or, having 
issued such notice, shall thereafter dispose of the property, except as 
herein provided, or who refuses to deliver up such property when 
demanded, as provided for under this Rule, such party ^all be deemed 
guilty of gross fraud, and shall be suspended or expelled from mem- 
bership in this Association, under the provisions of Rule IV. 

Provided, however, that on all Saturdays when there is a regular DeiiTeriM

It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors, under posting 
this Rule, to publish annually, or oftener if necessary, by posting on jJjJSJouLwT^ 
the bulletin of the Exchange, the names of all elevators and other 
warehouses conforming in all respects to prescribed requirements of 
said Board ; and to report immediately to the Association, by posting 
as above, any irregularity in the management of such elevators or posting 
warehouses, or any fact calculated to discredit or impair the value of »"«K«l*ri*i««- 
warehouse receipts of any such elevators or warehouses, as the same 
shall come to their knowledge. 

Sec. 5. All warehouse receipts for property tendered or de- Warehouse 
livered on contracts shall be for quantities or parcels, in the aggregate, ^^'^^ • 
as sold; accompanied by a memorandum of the property delivered, 
with the price of the same, together with the amount due therefor; 
provided, that on all time contracts of five thousand (5,000) bushels 
of grain or flaxseed, or any multiple thereof, deliveries shall be made 
in lots of five thousand (5,000) bushels; and on all time contracts for 
mess pork, or sweet pickled hams, for two hundred and fifty (250) pack- 
ages, or multiples thereof, deliveries shall be made in lots of two 
hundred and fifty (250) packages; and on all time contracts for fifty 
thousand (50,000) pounds of lard, or any multiple thereof, deliveries 
shall be made in lots of fifty thousand (60,000) pounds (contained in 
186 tierces); and on all time contracts for fifty thousand (50,000) 
pounds of meats, or any multiple thereof, deliveries shall be made in 
lots of fifty thousand (50,000) pounds; and on all time contracts 
for one thousand (1,000) bushels of grain or flaxseed, or any multiple 
thereof, except as provided above, deliveries shall be made in lots of 
one thousand (1,000) bushels; and on all time contracts for mess 
pork, sweet pickled hams, or lard, for fifty (50) packages, or any 
multiple thereof, except as provided above, deliveries shall be made 
in lots of fifty (50) packages; and on all time contracts for twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) pounds of meats, or any multiple thereof, except as 
provided above, deliveries shall be made in lots of twenty-five thousand 
(25,000) pounds; a variation, however, of one per cent in the quantity 
of grain and flaxseed delivered, and that contracted for, shall not vitiate 
a tender or delivery. Any excess or deficit within the above limits shall 
be settled for at the current market upon the day of delivery. 
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No individual, firm or corporation shall make tender upon con- 
tracts for grain or flaxseed as hereinbefore provided until such grain 
or flaxseed is covered by insurance to at least 85 per cent of their 
market value, such insurance to cover purchaser until 12 o'clock noon 
of the next business day after the day of delivery, provided, upon 
request of purchaser on day of delivery seller shall give purchaser 
an order for the cancellation and rewriting for the purchaser of such 
insurance to the extent of 8ft per cent of the market value of the 
property so delivered, and the seller shall pay premiums on any 
Insurance thus designated until noon of the next business day follow- 
ing delivery.

Loss, if any, to be adjusted with assured named herein and 
payable to assured or order hereon. In event of sale and delivery 
of the property insured hereunder, this policy will, if so desig- 
nated in writing by the assured and such writing filed with the 
agent of this Company, on day of such delivery, remain in full 
force and effect for the sole use and benefit of the purchaser of 
the identical property described, until 12 o'clock noon of the 
next business day succeeding the delivery of the property. 
(Only payment in full by check or otherwise, and dtdivery of 
warehouse receipts on day specified, shall constitute a delivery 
as above described.) 
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Until 12 o'clock noon of the next business day as described 
above, the said purchaser so de8ignat<^ shall be recognised as the 
assured in all respects, but from and after that time, this policy 
shall be void as to any person claiming hereunder, except for 
return of the unearned premium thereon, after deducting the 
usual short rate earned premium for the entire time it shall have 
been in force. The unearned inremium shall be payable to the 
original assured or order hereon. This insurance shall cease and 
beonne void, so far as the original assured is concerned, im- 
mediately upon delivery of the cancellation order to the pur- 
chaser of the property, and cannot be extended by the pur- 
chaser to protect any other party.

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RULE XXIL 

RIGHTS OF PARTIES ON CONTRACTS. 

Section 1. On time contracts made between members of the 
Association, where (property is bought, deliverable on the buyer's 
demand within a specified time, the time of delivery ^all be as follows: 
When demand for the property is made by the buyer before 12:00 
o'clock if., the property shall be due and deliverable before 2:00 o'clock 
p. if. same day. When the demand is made after 12 KM) o'clock if., 
the property shall be due and deliverable before 2:00 o'clock p. m. 
same day. or before 11:00 o'clock a. m. next day. Or the buyer may 
specify any particular future day during the time when the property

Any member, firm or corporation violating any of the provisions 
of this section shall be deemed guilty of dishonorable conduct, as 
defined by Section 9 of Rule IV, and upon conviction thereof, such 
member, or the members of such firm, or the officers or managers 
of such corporation, shall be subject to the penalty or penalties therein 
prescribed. 

Sbc. 17. In making contracts, a specific number of days shall 
be mentioned, and shall mean calendar days, excluding date of sale 
in which to load and ship the grain from Uie date of the receipt of 
full shipping directions at point of shipment. 

Sbc. 18. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors upon the Grain 
nomination of the President to appoint a standing committee of seven ^^°^"^'^ 
members of the Association, to be known as the "Grain Committee," 
to serve for one year, or until their successors are appointed. 
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Whenever grain is sold subject to the "approval of official sam* 
piers," either as to sample, grade or condition, any party to the transac- 
tion may appeal from the decision of the Official Sampler to the Grain 
Committee, and the decision of the Grain Conmiittee shall be final and 
binding upon all parties interested. 

The delivery of samples of grain in the Exchange Room by non- 
members, through any department of the Board of Trade, in com- 
petition with members of the Board of Trade, is prohibited. 

No member of the Grain Committee shall sit on any case in which 
he is directly or indirectly interested. 

The President of the Board of Trade shall select another member 
of the Association to serve in the place of any regular member who 
is disqualified or unable to serve. When an appeal to the Grain 
Committee is desired under this rule, such appeal shall be made in 
writing to the Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade, and the fees, 
as hereinafter provided, shall accompany said appeal. 

The fees shall be S5.00 per car; $10.00 per canal boat, $50.00 per 
vessel. Such fees shall be equally distributed among the members 
serving. In case the Grain Committee shall decide in favor of the 
appellant, the appellee shall, within one business day, reimburse the 
appellant with the amount of the appeal fees, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and further pay all additional expenses incurred by the Grain 
Committee in securing samples and conducting the case. 

The Grain Committee may decide an appeal either by examina- 
tion of the grain in car, boat or vessel; or by sample obtained in such 
manner as in their discretion they may deem advisable. 

Sec. 19. All ofEers made subject to deferred acceptance between 
clearing house members shall be confirmed by memoranda through 
the Clearing House in the same manner and under the same regula- 
tions and requirements as are provided for contracts of purchase and 
sale in and by the other sections of this rule.

PAILURB TO DBLITBR OR RBCBIVB ON CONTRACTS. 

Sbction 1. In case any ofopei' ly contracted for future delivery 
U not delivered at maturity of contract, the President shall appoint a 
committee of three from the membership at laree, to be approved by 
the Board of Directors, which committee shall determine as nearly as 
possible the true commercial value of the commodity in question on 
the day of maturity of che contract, and the price so established shall 
be^the basis upon which settlement is made. 

As liquidated damage the seller shall pay to the purchaser not less 
than five per cent, nor more than ten per cent of the value of tbo 
commodity as established by the committee; the percentage, within 
said limits, to be such as, in the judgment of the committee, may be 
just and equitable. 

Settlemeht shall be made without delay, and the damage, as deter- 
mined under the provisions of this section, shall be due and payable 
immcKliately upon the finding of the committee. 

This section shall not be construed as applying to any parties 
having ^e property both bought and sold, in idl of which cases settle- 
ment shall be made on the basis of prices established by the oonti'acts 
in such instances. 

Sbc. 2. In case any property contracted for future delivery is 
not received and paid for when properly tendered, it shall be the dutv 
of the seller, in order to establish any claim on the purchaser, to sell 
it on the market at any time durine the next twentv-four hours, at 
his discretion, after such default shul have been made, notifying the 
purchaser within one hour of such sale; and any loss resulting to the 
seller shall be paid by the party in default. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors, during the continuance of 
any war to which the United States shall be a party, shall have power 
irom time to time to thereafter prohibit, until further action of the 
Board and notice thereof, trading for present or future delivery in any 
or all of the commodities traded in on its exchange, or such trading 
for delivery in any particular month, including trading in settlement 
of any then existing future contracts. Whenever such trading for 
future delivery shall have been so prohibited, the Board of Directors 
shaU appoint a committee of three from the membership at large, which 
committee shall fix, as of the day immediately precedmg the first day 
on which said future trading shall have been prohibited, a fair and 
reasonable price at which existing contracts shall be settled, and the 
price so established shall, without the payment of any penalty, be 
the basis on which such settlements of such contracts for future 
delivery shall be made. The Board of Directors, whenever the 
public welfare, or the best interests of the Association in its 
judgment seem so to require, shall have power to suspend, during the 
continuance of any war to which the United States shall be a party,

the word "Registered" and the date of such registry, and signed, in re«J«tration.

that service. All warehouse receipts, before being registered, shall be 
plainly numbered, and shall indicate on their face the number or mark 
of the particular lot of property intended to be covered or represented 
by such receipt. All such receipts issued from or by each warehouse 
or other place of storage shall be consecutively numbered, and no 
receipts of duplicate numbers issued from the same place of storage 
shall be registered. All property covered or represented by registered 
warehouse receipts shall be plainly marked in such manner as will property to 
clearly distinguish it from all other property stored in the same ware- be marked, 
house or place of storage, and by such marks, numbers or characters 
as may be approved by the Registrar of Provisions; such marks to be 
so arranged as to avoid the possibility of duplication or uncertainty as 
to the identity of the property so receipted for. No warehouse receipt

The standard net weight of meats packed in boxes shall 
be between 475 and 525 pounds for each box, and in all settlements 
or deliveries of boxed meats an average of 500 pounds net per box 
shall be made the basis for settlement, and the excess or shortage 
from said average shall be settled at the market value of the property 
delivered at the time of its delivery. But in case of delivery the full 
number of packages contracted for must be delivered. 



Sbc. 18. Long dear sides shall not average less than forty-five 
(46) pounds; short dear sides shall not average less than thirty-five (85) 
pounds; and extra short dear sides shall not average less than thirty 
(30) pounds nor more than sixty (60) pounds, to be a regular delivery 
on contracts.

The fee for inspecting and branding flour within the City of Chicago i^f/c^ion 
shall be at the rate of 2 cents per barrel, whether the flour be in barrels 
or sacks, the buyer to pay one-half of the same. And unless the flour 
in sacks is sewed and loaded in accordance with the recommendations 
of the Committee on Flour Inspection, the inspector will be entitled 
to charge for the labor necessary to put the flour in proper condition 
for inspection, a sum not to exceed $2 per car. 

REGULATION IX. 

RBPORT OP STOCKS AND INSPECTIONS. 

It shall be the further duty of the Inspector to ascertain the Stocks to be 
stock of flour in Chicago on the first day of each month, and to report m^thly. 
the same to the Secretary of the Association, to be by him posted 
upon the bulletin of the Exchange Room. In taking the account of 
stock there shall be included only the amoimt in the several freight 
depots, the public warehouses, and the places of storage by receivers, 
and in the city mills. The Inspector shall also furnish to the Secretary loBpection to 
of the Association, monthly, a statement of the number of barrels and ^^ 
the number of sacks of flour inspected by him during the preceding 
month. 

REGULATION X. 

SAMPLES FURNISHED AND RETAINED BT INSPECTOR. 

It shall be the further duty of the Inspector to furnish in the Inspector to 
Exchange Room, each day before 12 o'clock noon, to the parties for samples, 
whom the flour is inspected, the Inspector's sample or samples (if 
more than one grade in each lot) of each car or lot of flour that is 
inspected by him, said sample or samples bearing his official stamp 
upon the face of the bag. He shall also retain duplicate samples of Samples to be 
all flour inspected by him for sixty days from the time of inspection; '®**"*^' 
and, on the request of either buyer or seller, shall preserve the sample 
for a period not to exceed four months. 

REGULATION XI.

The Committee on Flour Inspection recommend to millers and 
shippers of flour the following requirements of standard sacks: 



NO. 140 — lUTB BZPORT SACKS 

Shall be from the best material, doable stitched, not using less than 
an equivalent to 40x49 inch mangled or craped finished material, 
weighing not less than 12 ounces per yard of 40 inches in width, or 
15 ounces for the complete bag. If from starched or sized material 
the complete bag should not weigh less than 16 oimces. 

NO. 280 — JUTB BZPORT SACKS 

Shall be from the best material, double stitched, not using less than 
an equivalent to 50x63 inch mangled or craped finished material^ 
weighing not less than 15 oimces per yard of 50 inches in width, or 
25 ounces for the complete bag. If from starched or sized material, 
the complete bag should not weigh less than 26} ounces. 

Seamless jute sacks must be from same weight and quality of 
material, etc., but require 4 per cent less material, and may weigh 
4 per cent less. 



140 POUND COTTON BZPORT SACKS 

Shall be double^stitched, best Twill Drill, Osnaburg or Duck, free 
from starch or sizing, using of Twill or Drill not less than an equiva- 
lent to 40x47 inches, or, if Osnaburg or Duck, not less than 37}z51i 
inch material, the complete bag weighing not less than 9i ounoet.

The Committee on Flour Inspection also recommend to millers Hdv to dw 
and shippers of flour in sacks to be inspected in this market, that in *'°''*- 
dosing tiie sack the mouth edge of the sack be turned ia without 
rolling, and sewed with a single seam, the stitches to be at least IJ 
inches apart. (See Fig. 1.) This will allow the Inspector to insert 
the trier between the stitches without making holes in the cloth.

The Committee on Flour Inspection further recommend to mlllert, how la 
shippers of flour, and railway agents, that in loading cars the follow- ■■'^''■' 
ing instructions be observed : 

One hundred and forty pound sacks should be piled in two tiers 
lengthwise of the car, the mouths of sacks placed toward center of 
car (see Fig. 2), leaving the space between the tiers of sacks in the 
center ot the car free and clear for the convenience of the Inspector. 

The sacks of flour should be piled as follows; The sacks on the 
floor to be placed four inches from the side walls of car. and sacks so 
piled as to gradually incline to the walls of the car until the top rowi 
press strongly against the said walls, as shown in Fig. 2.

EXTRACT FROM THE RULES 

Prescribed by the Public Utilities Commission for the Administration of the 

Department of Grain Inspection and Warehouse Registration in the 

State of Illinois, and in force from and after December 1, 1916. 



ATTEMPTS AT FRAUD OR INTERFERENCE 

All persons employed in the inspection of grain shall promptly report to the 
Chief Inspector in writing all attempts to defraud the system of grain inspection 
established by law, and aU instances where warehousemen shall deliver or attempt 
to deliver grain of a lower grade than that called for by the warehouse receipt. 

They shall also in the same manner, report all attempts of receivers or shippers 
of grain, or any other person interested therein, to instruct or in any improper way 
to influence the action or opinion of any inspector in the discharge of his duty; 
and the Chief Inspector shall report aU such cases to the Commission. 

Out Inspection 

All grain in store in any warehouse of Class "A" at the time any amendment 
to the established rules of inspection (affecting such grain) may hereafter go into 
effect shall be inspected out (in satisfaction of warehouse receipts dated prior to 
that time only) in accordance with the rules as they stood prior to such amendment. 
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Claims on Errors. 

No claim for damages on account of error in the inspection of any lot of grain 
(except grain inspected from public warehouses in accordance with law) will be 
entertained or allowed by the State Public Utilities Commission, unless complaint 
of such inspection shall be made to the Chief Inspector before the grain in question 
shall be removed from car in which it is inspected, or before it shall leave the juris- 
diction of the department. 

Grain transferred from the car in which it was inspected to another must be in- 
spected after transfer to entitle the owner to have any daim arising thereunder 
considered by The State Public Utilities Commission. 

Absence from Duty. 

Failure to report for duty unless properly excused will be deemed a surrender 
of the position held by the absentee and no compensation will be allowed for days 
so absent. 

Car Condition. 

Deputy Inspectors, Grain Samplers and Grain Helpers are especially instructed 
to use all due care in cases where it becomes necessary to remove boards to obtain 
ingress into cars in order to properly inspect or sample the grain in such carS| to 
replace all such boards removed in such manner as to prevent leakage or waste 
of grain from cars. It will be the duty of all inspectors and Grain Samplers to make 
a record of defective and leaky condition of cars and grain doors and to report the 
same to the Chief Inspector on blanks especially prepared, showing the location 
of leakage and such other information as would be of service to the receiver and 
the shipper of grain. 

Earlier Hours. 

When the receipts are large, and the interests of the trade require an eailier 
inspection, all Deputy Inspectors, Grain Samplers and Grain Helpers assigned to 
duty on the tracks will begin work at as early an hour as practicable. 



Evening Work. 

Inspectors stationed at elevators, will, when necessary to complete the cargo 
or shipment upon which they may be engaged, remain on duty after regular hours 
and as late in the evening as they can see to inspect grain safely. Compensation 
for such services is provided in Rule 13 and 14 of The Public Utilities Commission 
rules. 

Wet Weather and Darkness. 

No inspector stationed at an elevator is authorized to inspect out of store after 
dark or in wet weather, except on receipt personally or through the office of the 
Chief Inspector, of an or^.er written upon printed blanks furnished by the Depart- 
ment, filled and signed by the owner of the grain or his authorized agent, relieving 
such Inspector of all responsibility for damage which may be caused by such wet 
weather, or loss by such errors as are liable to occur by reason of darkness; but in 
every case the Inspector must be personally present when the grain is actually 
delivered on board, making his report of the inspection after such actual delivery. 
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NOTICE 



All matters pertaining to the inspection of grain should be taken up with the 
Chief Inspector of Grain. 

In case of unsatisfactory inspection, write or wire immediately. Grain cannot 
be re-inspected after it has been unloaded and the identity of it lost.

OFFICIAL GRAIN STANDARDS OF THE UNITED STATES FOR WHEAT. 

Section 1. Basis of Dbterminations. — Each determination, other than 
that of dockage, for the purposes of these standards shall be made upon the basis 
of the grain when free from dockage. 

Sbc. 2. Pbrcentagbs. — Percentages, except in the case of moisture, shall be 
percentages ascertained by weight. 

Sec. 3. Dockage. — Dockage includes sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, 
chaff, straw, grain other than wheat, and any other foreign matenal, which can 
be removed readily from the wheat by the use of appropriate sieves, cleaning 
devices, or other practical means suited to separate the foreign material present; 
also undeveloped, shriveled, and small pieces of wheat kernels necessarily removed 
in properly separating the foreign material. The quantity of dockage shall be 
calculated in terms of percentage based on the total weight of the grain including 
the dockage. The percentage of dockage so calculated shall be stated in terms 
of whole per centum and half per centum. A fraction of a per centum when equal 
to, or greater than, a half shall be treated as a half, and when less than a naif 
shall be disregarded. The percentage of dockage so determined and stated shall 
be added to the grade designation. 

Sec. 4. Wheat. — ^An^^ grain which, when free from dockage, contains more 
than six per centum of grain of a kind or kinds other than wheat shall not be classi- 
fied as wneat. 

Sec. 5. Classes and Subclasses. — Wheat shall be divided into classes and 
subclasses as follows: 

CLASS I. 

HARD RED SPRING. 

This class shall include all varieties of hard red spring wheat, but shall not 
include more than ten per centum of other wheat or wheats. This class shall be 
divided into four subclasses as follows : 

Dark Northern Spring. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Hard Red Spring of which 
less than eighty-five per centum or more consists of dark, hard, and vitreous 
kernels, but shall not contain more than ten per centum of wheat of the 
variety Humpback. 

Northern Spring. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Hard Red Spring of which not 
less than eightv-five per centum and more than twenty-five per centum con* 
sists of dark, hard, and vitreous kernels, but shall not contain more than 
ten per centum of wheat of the variety Humpback. 

Red Spring. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Hard Red Spring which con- 
sists of kernels of yellow or mottled appearance, or of starchy texture, and 
of not more than twenty-five per centum of dark, hard, and vitreous kernels, 
but shall not contain more than ten per centum of wheat of the variety 
Humpback. 
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Red Spring Humpback. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Hard Red Spring of which 
more than ten per centum consists of wheat of the variety Humpback. 

CLASS II. 

COMMON AND RED DURUM. 

This class shall include all varieties of durum wheat, but shall not include more 
than ten per centum of other wheat or wheats. This class shall be divided into 
three subdasses as follows : 

Amber Durum. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Common and Red Durum 
of which seventy-five per centum or more consists of kernels of amber color 
and texture, but shall not contain more than ten per centum of wheat of 
the variety Red Durum. 

Durum. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Common and Red Durum 
which consists of kemels of yellow or mottled appearance, or of starchy 
texture, and of less than seventy-five per centum oi kemels of amber color 
and texture, but shall not contain more than ten per centum of wheat of the 
variety Red Durum. 

Red Durum. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Common and Red Durum 
which consists of more than ten per centum of wheat of the variety Red 
Durum. 

CLASS III. 

HARD RED WINTER. 

This class shall include all varieties of hard red winter wheat, but shall not 
include more than ten per centum of other wheat or wheats. This class shall be 
divided into three subclasses as follows: 

Dark Hard Winter. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Hard Red Winter of which 
ninety per centum or more consists of dark, hard and vitreous kemels. 

Hard Winter. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Hard Red Winter of which 
less than ninety per centum and more than twenty-five per centum consists 
of dark, hard, and vitreous kernels. 

Yellow Hard Winter. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Hard Red Winter which 
consists of kernels of yellow or mottled appearance, or of starchy texture, 
and of not more than twenty-five per centum of, dark, hard ana vitreous 
kemels. 

CLASS IV. 

Soft Red Winter. 

This class shall include all varieties of soft red winter wheat, also red club and 
red hybrid wheats of the Pacific Northwest, but shall not include more than ten 
per centum of other wheat or wheats. This class shall be divided into three 
subclasses as follows: 

Red Winter. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Soft Red Winter oI both 
light and dark colored kernels, but shall not include more than ten per centum 
of wheat of the subclass Red Walla, nor anv wheat which contains garlic or 
wild onion bulblets or has an unmistakable odor of garlic or wild onions. 

Red Walla. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Soft Red Winter which 
consists of more than ten per centum, either singly or in any combination, 
of Red Russian, red clubs, red hybrids, and other soft red winter wheats 
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possessing the characteristics of those varieties as grown west of the Great 
Plains area of the United States, but shall not include any wheat which con- 
tains garlic or wild onion bulblets or has an unmistakable odor of garlic or 
wild onions. 

Soft Red. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Soft Red Winter which 
contains garlic or wild onion bulblets or has an unmistakable odor of garlic 
or wild onions. 

CLASS V. 

COMMON WHITE. 

This class shall include all varieties, except Sonora, of common white wheat, 
whether winter or spring grown, but shall not include more than ten per centum 
of other wheat or wheats. This class shall be divided into two subclasses as 
follows: 

Hard White. 

This subclass shall include (white) Bluestem, Early Baart, Allen or 
Red Allen, Galgalos (white), Martin Amber, and wheats possessing similar 
characteristics, of the class Common White, but shall not include more 
than twenty per centum of kernels of soft and chalky texture. 

Soft White. 

This subclass shall include wheat of the class Common^ White which 
contains more than twenty per centum of kernels of soft and chalky texture, 
and all wheat of the class Common White not included in the subclass Hard 
White. 

CLASS VI. 

WHITE CLUB. 

This class shall include all varieties and hybrids of white club wheat, and the 
common white wheat known as Sonora, but shall not include more than ten per 
centum of other wheat or wheats. 

Sec. 6. Mixed Wheat. — Mixed wheat shall be any mixture of wheat not 
provided for in the classes from I. to VI., inclusive, defined in section 5. 

Sec. 7. Smutty Wheat.— Smutty wheat shall be all wheat which has an 
unmistakable odor of smut, or which contains spores, balls, or portions of balls, 
of smut, in excess of a quantity equal to one ball of average size in fifty grams 
of wheat. 

Sec. 8. Treated Wheat. — Treated wheat shall be wheat which has been 
scoured, limed, washed, or treated in any similar manner. 

Sec. 9. Test Weight per Bushel. — Test weight per bushel shall be the 
weight per Winchester bushel as determined by the testing apparatus and the 
method of use thereof described in Bulletin 472, dated October 30, 1916, issued by 
the United States Department of Agriculture, or as determined by any device 
giving equivalent results. 

Sec. 10. Percentage of Moisture. — Percentage of moisture in wheat shall 
be that, or the equivalent of that, ascertained by the moisture tester and the 
method of use thereof described in Circular No. 72, and supplement thereto, 
issued by the United States Department of Agriculture, Bureau of Plant Industry. 

Sec. 11. Heat Damaged Kernels. — Heat damaged kernels shall be kernels 
of wheat which have been distinctly discolored as a result of heating caused by 
fermentation. 

Sec. 12. Inseparable Foreign Material. — Inseparable foreign material 
shall include all matter other than wheat which is not separated from the wheat 
In the proper determination of dockage. 

GRADES FOR HARD RED SPRING WHEAT. 

Sec. 13. Grades for Hard Red Spring Wheat. — The subclasses Dark 
Northern Spring, Northern Spring, Red Spring, and Red Spring Humpback 
wheat shall be divided into six grades for each subdass, the designations and 
requirements of which, respectively, shall be as specified in this section. 
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No. 1 Dark Northern Spring, 

No. 1 Northern Spring, and 

No. 1 Red Spring 
each (a) shall be bright, cool and sweet; (b) shall contain not more than 
two per centum of wheat of the variety Humpback and of wheat of other 
classes, which two per centum may include not more than one per oentum

There shall be added to, and 
made a part of, its grade designation the word "Mixed" and the names of the 
classes which compose the mixture, in the order of their predominance, together 
with the approximate percentage of each class, except that, if the wheat of any 
class amounts to less than ten per centum of the whole mixture, its name and 
percentage need not be stated. 

GRADES FOR SMUTTY WHEAT. 

Sec. 22. Grades for Smutty Wheat. — Smutty wheat shall be graded and 
designated according to the method described either in paragraph (a) or paragraph 
(6) of this section. 

(a) The loss in weight caused by the removal of smut from the wheat, when 
free from dockage, shau be ascertained by scouring, washing, or otherwise, and 
shall be calculated in terms of percentage based on the total weight of the grain 
free from dockage. The percentage so calcvdated shall be stated in terms of whole 
per centum and half per centum. A fraction of a percentum when equal to, or 
greater than, a half shall be treated as a half, and when less than a half shall be 
disregarded. After the loss in weight caused by the removal of the smut has 
been ascertained, the wheat shall be c^raded and designated according to the grade 
requirements of the standard applicable to such wheat if it were not smutty, and 
there shall be added to, and made a part of, the grade designation the percentage 
so determined and stated together with the words "smut dockage." 

(b) Smutty wheat shall be graded and designated according to the grade 
requirements of the standard apphcable to such wheat if it were not smutty, except 
that when the amount of smut present is so great that any one or more of the 

frade requirements of the grades from No. 1 to No. 5, inclusive, cannot accurately 
e applied, the wheat shall be classified as sample grade. For all grades there 
shall be added to and made a part of the grade designation the word "Smutty." 

GRADES FOR TREATED WHEAT. 

Sec. 23. Grades for Treated Wheat. — Treated wheat shall be graded 
and designated according to the grade requirements of the standard applicable 
to such wheat if it were not treated, and there shall be added to, and made a part 
of, its grade designation a statement indicating the kind of treatment.

A slight tinge of red on kernels of com other- 
wise yellow shall not affect their classification as yellow corn. 

No. 5 Mixed Corn. Com of various colors not coming within the limits for 
color a*; provided in the definitions of white corn and yellow com. White capped 
yellow kernels shall be classified as mixed com. 

No. 6 Foreign Material and Cracked Corn. Kernels and pieces of kernels 
of corn and all matter, other than corn, which will pass through a metal sieve per- 
forated with round holes fourteen sixty-fourths of an inch m diameter, and all 
foreign material remaining on the sieve after the sample of the corn involved has 
been screened. 

No. 7 Heat Damaged and Mahogany Kernels. Kernels of com which have 
been discolored as a result of heating caused by fermentation or as a result of fire. 

No. 8 Per Centum. In case of foreign material and cracked corn, damaged com, 
and heat damaged and mahogany kernels, is the percentage ascertained by weight. 

No. 9 Per Centum of Moisture. The percentage of moisture contained in 
corn (maize), which shall be equivalent to that af^certamed by the moisture tester 
and the method of uf e thereof dercribed in Circular No. 72, and supplement thereto, 
issued by the United States Department of Agriculture, Bureau of Plant Industry, 
accompanying this order.

No. 2 Ryb shall be dry, sound and contain not more than 1 per cent of other 
grain or foreign matter, and weigh not less than 55 potmds to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Ryb shall include inferior rye not unsound, but from any other cause not 
good enough for No. 2 and weigh not less than 53 pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 Kyb may be damp, musty or dirty, and weigh not less than 50 poundi 
to the measured bushel. 

BARLEY. 

No. 1 Barlby shall be sound, plump, bright, clean and free from other grain, 
and not scoured nor clipped, shall weigh not less than 48 pounds to the measured 
bushel. 

No. 2 Barlby shall be sound, of healthy color (bright or straw color), reasonablv 
dean and reasonably free from other grain and seeds, and not scoured nor dipped, 
shall weigh not less than 46 pounds to the measured bushd. 

No. 3 Barlby shall indude slightly shrunken or otherwise lightly damaged 
barley, not good enough for No. 2, and not scoured nor dipped, shall weigh not 
less tnan 44 pounds to the measured bushd. 

No. 4 Barlby shall indude barley fit for malting purposes, not good enough 
for No. 3. 

No. 1 Pbbd Barlby shall test not less than 40 pounds to the measured bushel, 
shall be cool and reasonably free from other grain and seeds, and not good enough 
for No. 4, and may indude barley with a strong ground smell, or a slightly musty 
or bin smell. 

Rbjbctbd Barlby shall indude all barley testing under 40 pounds to the 
measured bushel, or barley which is badly musty or badly damaged, and not 
good enough to grade "feed" barley. 

Bay Brbwino Barlby. 

Bay Brbwing Barlby — ^The grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 Bay Brewing Batley 
shall conform in all respects to the grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 barley, exoept uiat they 
shall be of the Bay Brewing variety, grown in the far West and on theiPadfic dope. 

Chbvalibr Barlby. 

Crbvalibr Barlby — The grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 Chevalier Barley shdl con- 
form in all respects to the grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 barley, exoept that they shall 
be of the Chevsdier variety grown in the far West and on the Pacific slope. 

Bay Brbwino Mixbd Barlby. 

Bay Brbwino Mixbd Barlby — In case of admixture of Bay^Brewing barley 
with barley of other varieties, it shall be graded according to the quality thereof 
and dassed as 1-2-3 Bay Brewing Mixed Barley.

— All barley that has been chemically treated or purified shall be classed 
as purified barley. 

GBNBRAL RULBS— SAMPLB GRADBS. 

All barley, oats and rye that is in a heated condition, souring or too 
damp to be safe for warehousing, or that is badly bin-burnt, fire burnt, fire 
smoked, or badly damaged, mixed with garlic, onions, or containing live weevil, 
exceedingly dirty, or where different kinds of grain are badly mixed with one 
another, shall be classed as Sample Grade, and the Inspector shall make notations 
as to quality and condition.

NoTB — ^AU Inspectors shall make their reasons for grading grain, when necessary, 
folly known by notations on their records. The weight idone shall not determins 
the grade. 

NoTB — All inspectors must ascertain the weight ^er measured bushel of each 
lot of wheat inspected by them and report the same in th«r records.

Inspection of Provisions 

Adopted by the Botrd of Directors 



Regulation 1. For the examination of provisions sold as 
Standard, it shall be the duty of any Inspector properly appointed by 
the Association, on receiving notice, to go to any packing house or 
warehouse in the city, to examine provisions, in such quantities as 
may be required, selecting the same in such a manner, from the lots 
specified, as, in his judgment, wiU give a fair sample of the whole. 

Reo. 2. If, upon examination, the property is found, in all 
respects, up to the requirements of the classification of the grades 
adopted by the Association, he shall issue a certificate to that effect, 
which certificate shall state the number of packages, pieces, or pounds 
examined, and also the number of packages, pieces, or pounds in the 
lot to which the examination is intended to apply, and that the pack- 
ages (if any) are in good merchantable order and condition. In the 
case of lard, no certificate for inspection shall be issued unless every 
package is examined ; but on request of the owner or person ordering 
the inspection, the Inspector may examine a part of a lot, and issue a 
certificate of such examination, stating the number of packages 
examined, and also the whole number of packages in the lot. 

Rbo. 3. When necessary to remove property for the convenience 
of examination, it shall be the duty of the Inspector to send for the 
same, that a fair sample may be obtained. In no case should a cer- 
tificate be granted on samples delivered by the seller. 

Rbo. 4. The fees for inspection are established as follows: For 
inspection by sampling — ^including repacking and coopering — Beef 
and Pork, for the first five barrels, eighty (80) cents per barrel, and for 
each additional barrel, twenty-five (25) cents. For inspecting S. P. 
Meats, for the first five tierces, one (1) dollar per tierce, and for each ad- 
ditional tierce, twenty-five (25) cents. For inspecting boxed Meats, for 
the first five boxes, one (1) dollar per box, and for each additional box, 
fifty (50) cents. When the whole of a lot is inspected — ^labor and 
coopering to be furnished by the seller — ^for Beef and Pork, ten (10) 
cents per barrel. For S. P. Meats, in lots of fifty (50) tierces or more 
twelve and a half (12^) cents per tierce; in lots of one hundred (100) 
tierces or more, ten (10) cents per tierce. For bulk or boxed Meats. 
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in carload lots or more, fifteen (15) cents per one thousand (1.000)^^^*^** 
pounds. For Lard in lots of one hundred (100) tierces or more, f our vV^eiitmng. 
(4) cents per tierce. For Tallow and Grease, five (5) cents per tierce 

The fees for weighing are established as follows: Lard and Grease 
four (4) cents per package.

Rbg. 5. It shall be the duty of the Inspector, when requested by Repacked 
the owner, either at any packing-house, warehouse, or in yards pro- p*"®^^"*®"*- 
vided by the Inspector, to overhaul and inspect provisions, according 
to the qualifications and classifications authorized; two hundred 
pounds of meat, with abundance of good salt, to be repacked into 
each barrel, and cooperage to be put in good order; each barrel of 
provisions that is sotmd, sweet, and free from any and every defect, 
to have grade and date of inspection branded thereon, and the word Branding. 
"Repacked," as hereinafter specified; and any portion that is defective 
to be branded, in like manner, "Rusty," "Sour," or "Tainted." as the 
case may be; the said brand to be placed with the Inspector's brand 
across the regular packer's brand; such provisions, according to the 
grade or quality, to be classed as "Repacked 200 lbs." 

Reo. 6. The Inspector shall use metallic letters and figures. Branding 
marking iron, or stencil for their dates and class of inspection. p m n . 

Rbg. 7. It shall also be the duty of the Inspector to put his metallic Branding. 
brand, marking iron, or stencil on all samples of provisions in tierces 
or barrels that he inspects; and he shall pass no hog products in tierces 
or barrels as Standard, unless the real packer's name, location, number 
of pieces, date, and weight of the products contained therein are 
branded, according to these Rules, on the head of every package. 

' Rbg. 8. Should the Inspector be called upon to inspect pickled pickled meats, 
meats, and upon examination he should be of the opinion that the^|^'^ 
number of pounds required by these Rules had not been originally 
packed, he shall not pass them as Standard, but shall refer the matter 
at once to the Committee on Provision Inspection, who shall investi- 
gate, and if a satisfactory explanation can be given or arrived at, they 
shall instruct the Inspector to proceed and inspect and pass them ; but 
if not satisfactory to the (Committee, they ^all in their judgment, 
make the fact known to the Association in any way they may think 
most proper. 

Rbg. 9. Contents of each package of pickled meats must show a Uniformity of 
reasonable tuiiformity in weight according to its class. contents.

All the foregoing regulations, and the requirements as 
to the cutting and packing of hog products, must be justly and liberally 
construed, and no property shall be rejected or condemned on mere 
technicalities; but this shall not be regarded as giving license to de- 
parture from their general spirit and intent.

CALIFORNIA HAMS. 

California hams should be made from smooth, well-fatted hogs, Requiroments. 
shank cut off above the knee joint, trimmed as full on the face as 
possible, butt taken off to the edge of the blade, well rounded at the 
butt in the shape of a ham, breastflap taken off, and trimmed close 
and smooth, reasonably uniform in size, and to average, in lots, not to 
exceed twelve (12) pounds. Three hundred (300) pounds, block weight, ^^. ^ . 
shall be packed in each tierce. Pickle the same as used for hams. pioUe. 

SKINNED BAMS. 

Skinned hams should be cut and packed in all respects the same Requirements, 
as Standard sweet pickled hams, except that the sldn must be removed 
down to within at most four (A) inches from the shank, the fat to be 
beveled back at least three (3) inches from the lean at the butt, and 
to be neatly rounded and beveled on flank and cushion, not over one 
and one-quarter (IH) inches of fat to be left on any portion of the 
ham from which the skin has been removed. 

SWEET PICKLED RIB BELLIES. 

Sweet pickled rib bellies should be made from nice, smooth hogs. Requirements, 
well cut and trimmed, to average, in lots, not to exceed fourteen (14) 
pounds.

SWEET PICKLED CLEAR BELLIES.

DRY SALTED RIB BELLIES. 

Dry salted rib bellies shall be well cut and trimmed; no bellies Requirements. 
that are coarse, bruised, soft or unsound shall be accepted. 

DRY SALTED CLEAR BELLIES. 

Dry salted clear bellies shall in all respects be cut and trimmed R«Q^>ln>i^^^ 
the same as dry salted rib bellies, and subject to the same requirements, 
xcept that all the bone shall be removed.

In packing meats in boxes, the pieces should be classified — ^the 
light, medium, and heavy separately, as nearly as practicable, in 
packages made to suit the different sizes.

In the sale of Green Meats, it is understood that "chiUed" 
weights shall be delivered. 

LARD. 

CHOICB LARD. 

Requirementa. Choice lard to be made from leaf and trimmings only, either 
steam or kettle rend^-ed, the manner of rendering to be branded on 
each tierce. 

PRIME STEAM LARD. 

Requirementa. Standard prime steam lard should be solely the product of the 
trimmings and other fat parts of hogs, rendered in tanks by the 
direct application of steam, and without subsequent change in grain 
or character by the use of agitators or other machinery, except as 
such change may unavoidably come from transportation. It must 
have proper color, flavor and soimdness for keeping, and no material 
which has been salted must be included. The name and location of 
the renderer, the date of packing, and the grade of the lard shall be 
plainly branded on each package at the time of packing. Bach 
tierce shall be properly filled. 

Prime steam lard of superior quality as to color, flavor and body 
may be inspected as **Prime Steam Lard, Choice Quality " and shall 
also be deliverable on contracts for "Prima bteam Lard." 
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PACKAGES, 

BARRELS. 

Pork barrels shall be made of well seasoned white, red or burr oak» 
white ash or birch, and may be coated on the inside with refined paraf- 
fine wax, or other substance acceptable to the United States Department 
of Agriculture, a sufficient quantity only to be used to fill up the pores 
of the wood for the purpose of preventing soakage and leakage. 

Staves should be about H-ii^ch. thick, 29 or 30 inches long; head 
hoop 18 inches, and the head about ^-inch. thick in center. Six gal- 
vanized iron hoops to be used, three on each end, as follows: 

Head Hoops 1 H-in* x 19 gauge. 

Quarter Hoops 1 )^-in. x 19 gauge. 

Bilge Hoops 1 ^-in. x 19 gauge. 

Wood-bound barrels shall be hooped not less than eleven-sixteenths 
(11-16) of the surface, with hickory or white oak. 

LARD TIERCES. 

Lard tierces shall be made of well seasoned white, red or burr oak 
or white ash, and may be coated on the inside with Silicate of Soda, 
or other substance acceptable to the United States Department of 
Agriculture, a sufficient quantity only to be used to fill up the pores of 
the wood for the purpose of preventing soakage and leakage. Staves 
should be about 34 inches long with a head about 20^ inches, or about 
33 inches long with a head about 21 inches. The tierces should con- 
tain not less than 360 pounds net, nor more than 392 pounds net. 
Staves to be chamf erred at the head and about % inch thick, head about 
% inch thick in center and ^ inch at bevel. At least six iron hoops to 
be used, three on each end 1 ^, 1 ^ and 1 % for head, quarter and bilge. 

Head Hoops 1 ^-in. x 18 gauge. 

Quarter Hoops 1 H-i^^- x 19 gauge. 

Bilge Hoops 1^-in. x 19 gauge. 

These packages may also be used with six iron hoops of the same 
dimensions, three on each end, providing the iron is galvanized. 

Wood bound tierces shall be hooped not less than eleven-sixteenths 
(11-16) of the stirface, with hickory or white oak. 

TIERCES FOR PICKLED MEATS. 

Tierces for pickled meats shall be made of well-seasoned white, red 
or burr oak, white ash or birch, and may be coated on the inside with 
refined paraffine wax, or other substance acceptable to the United States 
Department of Agriculture and suitable for use in the packing of pickled 
meats. In other respects the same specifications as for lard tierces. 

BOXES. 

Boxes should be made of sound common boards, reasonably dry, H^ ™{^ 
one inch thick, dressed on one side, not over three strips to each 
end, side, bottom or top; to have good, strong hardwood, whitewood 
or sap pine stays inside each comer; shotdd be well nailed and strapped 
with birch, oak or hickory straps around each end, to lap three inches 
on the cover. Boxes shotdd be nailed together with tenpenny nails, 
and the stays nailed in with eightpenny nails.

Sbction 1. The weight per measured bushel designated for each 
grade shall be that of commercially pure seed. 

No. 1 Noftkw9Stem Flaxseed — ^Flaxseed to grade No. 1 North- 
western shall be mature* commercially sound, dry and sweet. It 
shall be Northern grown or have the usual characteristics thereof. 
The maximum quantity of field, stack, storage or other damaged seed 
intermixed shall not exceed twelve and one-Half per cent. The mini- 
mum weight shall be fifty-one (61) pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 1 Flaxsg^dr'-lio. I flaxse^ shall be commercially sound, dry 
and free from mustiness, and carrying intermixed not more than 
twenty-five per cent of immature or field, stack, storage or other 
damaged fiaxseed, and weighing not less tlian fifty (50) pounds to 
the measured bushel. 

Rejected Flaxseed — ^All damp and musty flaxseed and that carrying 
intermixed, immature or field, stack, storag^e or other damaged flax- 
seed in excess of twenty per cent, and weighing not less than forty-six 
and one-half (46^) pounds, shall be grad^ "Rejected." 

No Grade Flaxseed — Flaxseed that is wet, mouldy, warm or in a 
heating condition, or is in anywise unfit for temporary storage, or 
weighs less than forty-six and one-half (46^) pounds, shall be graded 
•*No Grade." 

Flaxseed that is smoky, burnt, or intermixed with burnt seed, 
shall not be known by any grade, but shall be inspected in the usual 
way to determine percentage of impurities; and shall be posted as 
••Burnt or Smoky Flax." 

Sbc. 2. In sampling and inspecting flaxseed received in cars, in 
btdk, by railroad, a geared screw sampler shall be passed down through 
the seed at not less than seven points equally distributed. At each 
point an e^ual quantity of seed shall be taken, aggregating three 
pounds, which shall be deemed an average sample of carload. When 
car is inspected, cards in duplicate shall be written stating the result, 
the one tacked to grain door of car, the other attachea to sample. 
Provided, always, would the car be so unevenly loaded, either to 
quality or impurity, as to leave a doubt in the mmd of the Inspector 
as to correctness of sample, he will not card the car, but note the 
fact and report to consignee. 

Sbc. 3. When Inspector receives notice to inspect flaxseed to or 
from bags he shall proceed as follows: As the bags are filled or 
emptied he shall take from each bag the same quantity.

One. Prime Timothy Seed shall be good average color, clean, 
sound, not too much hulled, and reasonably free from foul, or foreign, 
seed; each lot must be of uniform quality throughout and packed in 
dean, seamless cotton bags, sewed. 

Two. Prime Clover Seed shall be good average color, clean, 
sotmd, and reasonably free from brown and forei^ seed; each lot 
must be of uniform quality throughout and packed m clean, seamless 
cotton bags sewed. 
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Three, Prime Alsike Clover Seed shall be good average color, 
clean, sound, and reasonably free from brown and foreign seed; each 
lot must be of uniform quality throughout and packed in clean, seam- 
less cotton bags, sewed. 

Four, Samples to be arbitrated upon must be presented to the 
Committee by 12:30 o'clock P. M., except Saturdays, when tender 
must be made by 11:00 o'clock A. M., and if passed upon as prime, 
the Committee will issue certificate of arbitration, accordingly, which 
in all cases of delivery must accompany the invoice. The samples 
tendered for arbitration shall be marked with designating number 
or mark, other than the car number, so that the identity of the seed 
may be preserved as provided for in paragraph six. 

Five, A charge of one dollar per car or per lot less than carload 
will be made for arbitration fees, which, in case the sample passes 
as prime, shall be paid jointly by the bu^er and seller; and if said 
sample fails so to pass, the fee shall be paid by the party tendering 
the sample for arbitration. 

Six, In all sales for future delivery of seed on grade, only seed 
accepted as Contract Prime by the Arbitration Committee on Grass and 
Field Seeds shall be deliverable on contract. All contracts for future 
delivery for the new crop season shall be understood as beginning 
with tne month of August of each year, and shall terminate with the 
month of July of the following year. The certificate shall hold good 
for delivery for the crop year August 1st to July 31st of the year 
following, and a certificate issued during one crop year shall not 
be avai&ible for delivery after the end of that crop year unless on 
sale spedfying old crop seed, provided in all cases the identity of 
the seed so arbitrated on shall be preserved and provided the seed be 
in good condition when delivery is made. The bags containing the 
contract prime seed so arbitrated shall be marked at seller's expense 
before d^very on contract, to conform to the identification number 
or mark on the arbitration certificate. 

Seven. All lots of other seeds to pass as prime must be of uni- 
form quality throughout, clean, sound and good average quality of 
the crop, and packed in dean, seamless cotton bags, sewed. 

Eight, In all sales of Timothy, Clover and other grass and field 
seeds for future delivery or for transfer to Eastern Railroads by 
carloads, a carload shaU be deemed to contain thirty-six thousand 
(36,000) pounds. 

Nine, In sales of Timothy, Clover or Alsike Clover Seed for future 
delivery, in less than carloads, such sales shall be made in lots of 
50 bags, or multiples thereof. All sales of such seed by sample or 
on grade, car lots or less than car lots, shall be "delivered." The 
term "delivered" shall cover territory within easy hauling distance 
if bv teams^ or within switching district if by cars when for full car- 
loads, provided that cartaee to be paid by the seller on lots hauled 
by teams shall not exceed o^c per bag. 

Ten, On sales of a spedfied number of bags of Timothv, Clover or 
Alsike Seed, delivery shall be made on basis of 150 pounds of Clover 
or Alsike per bag and 120 pounds of Timothy Seed per bag, but delivery 
may vary within reasonable limits as to number of bags used to con- 
tain the amount of seed contracted for. Provided that no lot of seed 
shall be deemed regular for delivery if there is an excess or defidt 
in wdght of more than 2% over or under the amount called for in 
the contract. 

Eleven, Any excess or defidt within the above limits shall be 
settled for at the current market upon the day of delivery of arbi- 
trated sample.

No. 1 Timothy Hay. — Shall be timothy, with not more than one- 
eighth (1-8) mixed with clover or other tame grasses, may contain some 
brown blades, properly cured, good color, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Timothy Hay. — Shall be timothy, not good enough for No. 1, 
not over one-fourth (1-4) mixed with clover or other tame grasses, 
fair color, sound and well baled. 

No. 3 Timothy Hay. — Shall include all timothy not good enough 
for other grades, sound and reasonably well baled. 

Light Clover Mixed Hay. — Shall be timothy mixed with clover. 
The clover mixture not over one-third (1-3), properly cured, sound, 
good color and well baled. 

No. 1 Clover Mixed Hay. — Shall be timothy and clover mixed, 
with at lea«t one-half (1-2) timothy, good color, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Clover Mixed Hay.— Shall be timothy and clover mixed, 
with at least one-fourth (1-4) timothy. Reasonably sound and well 
baled. 

No. 1 Clover Hay. — Shall be medium clover, not over one-twen- 
tieth (1-20) other grasses, properly cured, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Clover Hay. — Shall be clover, sound and reasonably well 
baled, not good enough for No. 1. 

Sample Hay. — Shall be sound, reasonably well baled, mixed, grassy, 
or hay not covered by other grades. 

No Grade Hay.— Shall include all hay, musty, threshed, or in 
any way unsound. 

Choice Prairie Hay. — Shall be upland hay of bright, natun&i 
color, well cured, sweet, sound, and may contain 3 per cent, weeds. 

No. 1 Prairie Hay. — Shall be upland and may contain one-quarter 
midland, both of good color, well cured, sweet, sound, and may contain 
8 per cent, weeds. 

No. 2 Prairie Hay. — Shall be upland, of fair color, and may con- 
tain one-half midland, both of good color, well cured, sweet, sound, 
and may contain 12 1-2 per cent, weeds. 

No. 3 Prairie Hay. — Shall include hay not good enough for other 
grades and not caked. 

No. 1 Midland Hay. — Shall be midland hay of good color, well 
cured, sweet, sound, and may contain 3 per cent, weeds. 

No. 2 Midland Hay. — Shall be of fair color, or slough hay of good 
color, and may contain 12 1-2 per cent, of weeds. 

Packing Hay. — Shall include all wild hay not good enough for 
other grades and not caked. 
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Sample Prairib Hay. — Shall include all hay not good enough for 
other grades. 

ALFALFA. . 

Choicb Alfalfa. — Shall be reasonably fine leafy alfalfa of bright 
green color, properly cured, sound, sweet, and well baled. 

No. 1 Alfalfa. — Shall be reasonably coarse alfalfa, of a bright 
green color, or reasonably fine leafy alfalfa of a good color and may 
contain 2 per cent, of foreign grasses, 5 per cent, of air bleached hay on 
outside of bale allowed, but must be sound and well baled. 

Standard Alfalfa. — May be of green color, of coarse or medium 
texture, and may contain 5 per cent, foreign matter; or it may be of 
green color, of coarse or medium texture, 20 per cent, bleached and 2 
per cent, foreign matter; or it may be of greenish cast, of fine stem and 
clinging foliage, and may contain 5 per cent, foreign matter. All to 
be sotmd, sweet and well baled. 

No. 2 Alfalfa. — Shall be any sound, sweet and well baled alfalfa, 
not good enough for Standard, and may contain 10 per cent, foreign 
matter. 

No. 3 Alfalfa. — May contain 25 per cent, stack spotted hayi 
but must be dry and not contain more than 8 per cent, of foreign 
matter; or it may be of a green color and may contain 50 per cent, of 
foreign matter; or it may be set alfalfa and may contain 5 per cent, 
foreign matter. All to be reasonably well baled. 

No Grade Alfalfa. — Shall include all alfalfa not good enough 
for No. 3. 

STRAW. 

No. 1 Straight Rtb Straw — Shall be in large bales, clean, bright, 
long rye straw, pressed in bundles, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Straight Rtb Straw— Shall be in large bales, long rye 
straw, pressed in bundles, sound and well baled, not good enough tor 
No. 1. 

No. 1 Tangled Rye Straw. — Shall be reasonably dean rye straw, 
good color, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Tangled Rye Straw. — Shall be reasonably clean, may be 
some stained, but not good enough for No. 1. 

No. 1 Wheat Straw. — Shall be reasonably clean wheat straw, 
sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Wheat Straw.— Shall be reasonably dean; may be some 
stained, but not good enough for No. 1. 

No. 1 Oat Straw. — Shall be reasonably dean oat straw, sound and 
well baled. 

No. 2 Oat Straw. — Shall be reasonably dean; may be some stained, 
but not good enough for No. 1. 

All certificates of inspection shall show the number of bales and 
grade in each car or lot inspected and plugged, and when for ship- 
ment, the final inspection and pluEgins, in oider to ascertain the 
sound condition of each bale, shall t^e mace at the time of shipment. 
The fees for inspection shall be three dollars per car to be aai 
equally between the buyer and seller.

First, The proprietors or managers of such warehouses shall be 
in unquestioned good financial standing and credit. 

Second. Such warehouses shaU be so situated that they can be 
conveniently approached by vessels of ordinary draught, and shall 
be connected by railroad tracks with one or more of the eastern 
railway lines. 

Third, They shall be provided with modem improvements and 
appliances for the convenient and expeditious receiving, \*ttr\A\\r\^ 
and shipping of grain in bulk. 

Fourth, The proprietors or managers shaU honestly and cordially 
co-operate with the system of registration of warehouse receipts as 
established by law, and furnish to the Registrar all needed informa- 
tion to enable him to keep a correct record and account of all grain, 
together with the grade thereof, received and delivered by them daily, 
and of that remaining in store at the close of each week. 

Fifth, The proprietors or managers of such warehouses shall 
promptly, by the proper publication, advise the trade and the public 
of any damage to grain or flaxseed held in store by them, whenever 
such damage shall occur to an extent that will render them unwilling 
to purchase and withdraw from store, at their own cost, all such 
damaged grain. 

Sixth, Any important change in the conditions of any ware- 
house, or disregard or evasions of the above requirements, shall at 
any time be a sufficient cause for declaring any such warehouse no 
longer a regular warehouse within the meaning of the Rules of the 
Board of Trade. 

SitwfUh, The proprietors or managers of warehouses storing 
flaxseed are required to do so, subject to the provisions regarding 
grain of Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 16 and 17, of the law of the 
State of Illinois, entitled -An Act to Regulate Public Warehouses 
and the Warehousing and Inspection of Grain," etc., approved April 
25, 1871.

Department of Grain Sampling and

ADOPTED BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE BOARD 
OF TRADE OF THE CITY OF CHICAGO. 



First, The Board of Directors shall appoint a Committee of serea 
members of the Board of Trade, who shall have and exercise general 
control over the Department under the conditions and provisions 
contained in Sections 1, 2 and 3 of Rule IV of the Rules of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago. 

Second, This Conmiittee shaU appoint and fix the compensation 
of a Chief Grain Sampler, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Directors. 

Third. The Chief Grain Sampler shall furnish a bond for the 
faithful performance of aU and singular the duties of his office, said 
bond to be satisfactory in all respects to the Board of Directors. 

Fourth, The Chief Sampler may employ such as si stan c e as 
needed, when approved by the "Department of Grain Sampling and 
Seed Inspection," and the Department will fix the compensation for 
such assistance. 

Fifth. The Department shall make monthly reports of all receipts 
and expenditures. All expenses must be approved by the Board of 
Directors. 

Sixth, The charge for services rendered by this Department shall 
be uniform to all persons, firms and corporations, and shall not be 
changed without proper notice being given of the proposed change, 
such notice to be posted in a conspicuous place in the Exchange 
Room of the Board. This Department may charge a higher rate in 
special cases outside of the Chicago district, but in no case can it 
make any reduction from the established rates. 
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S0V€fUh. Nothing in the foregoing regulations shall prevent the 
buyer or seller, or his representative, from personally examining any 
car or cargo of grain bought or sold under the Rules of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago, but under no circumstances can a Board 
of Trade ofiQcial certificate be given by the party thus examining; 
any unofiQdal party, or his employer, inspecting any car or cargo of 
grain shall not have the right of appeal to the Grain Committee, 
unless the grain has been loaded under the supervision of the Official 
Sampler of this Department. 

Eighth. The fees authorized to be collected by this Department 
for sampling grain shall be as follows: 

Thirty-five (35) cents per carload for sampling grain. 

Twenty-five (25) cents per 1,000 bushels for sampling grain loaded 
into or unloaded from vessels. 

Ninth, The Grain 0>nmiittee shall arrange with the State Grain 
Inspection Department for the appointment of helpers whose duty 
shall be to secure samples of every lot of grain graded by the Depart- 
ment in Chicago, as far as practicable, whether such grading be in or 
out of elevators or track arrivals. The same facility shall be accorded 
to such helpers for the purpose of examining and sampling grain 
loaded into vessels or cars at any private elevator or cleaning house 
by the proprietors of such houses and their employes, as is now 
accorded to regular State Inspectors. 

Tenth. Such helpers shall be required to give bonds. They shall 
be subject to control and discharge by the State Grain Department, 
exactly as are the Deputy Inspectors. They shall be appointed on 
recommendation of the Grain 0>mmittee. Their salaries shall be 
paid by the State Grain Department with money furnished if necessary 
by the Board of Trade. When not actively engaged in duties described 
by the State Grain Department they shall be subject to control and 

direction of the Chief Sampler in such work as he may require. 

» 

EUvenih, It shall be the duty of such helper to bring the samples 
of graded grain, secured as above, to the Chief Sampler's office daily, 
for use in examinations by Supervising Inspectors, the Appeal 0>m- 
mittee and the Official Sampler. The identity of such samples shall 
be known, however, only to the State Department and to the Official 
Sampler. 

Twelfth. Such samples shall be kept on file in the Chief Sampler's 
office a reasonable time, labeled, however, by grades and numbers 
which shall indicate their identity only to the State Department 
and the Official Sampler, and thus unidentified they shall be accessible 
to the public. 

Thirteenth. It shall be one of the duties of the Official Sampler 
to thoroughly examine these samples daily, and in case any of them 
indicate improper grading, he shall, in case the Chief Inspector, the 
Inspectors or the Appeal Committee have not already 
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taken up such improper grading for correction, call their attention to 
same, explaining in what way the inspection has been too lenient or 
too rigid. 

FourUtntk, In case the OflSdal Sampler or any other party at 
interest, f. #., the buyer or the seller, should thus complain to the 
State Department and fail to have his complaint properly or favor- 
ably considered by the State Department, it shall be the duty of the 
Sampling or Grain Conunittee to listen to his complaint, and if it is 
in their judgment reasonable, the other parties at interest shall be 
notified, and the matter taken up by the Grain Conunittee with the 
State Department — all parties at interest being given an opportunity 
of being present at such hearing. 



Fifi9$ntk. In the examination of samples of grain inspected, a 
standard sample shall be used as a gauge, and in case of doubtful 
grain, which is very near the *'line," a comparison shall be made with 
such standard sample, and in case of disputes calling for an appeal, 
final decision shall be rendered in accordance with such comparison. 

Sixt€€fUh, Standard samples above referred to shall be made up 
as early as possible at the b^inning of each crop year, and approved 
by the State Inspection Department, Appeal and Sampling Com- 
mittees and the Official Sampler — ^all working together to make up 
a fair and equitable standard. 

SwsnUenth, In cases where it is necessary for the Grain or Sam- 
pling Committee to take the question of moisture into account, ren- 
dering a chemical analysis necessary, this shall be made promptly. 

Eighteenth, Nothing in the above shall be understood as giving 
the Grain Committee any privileges relative to the examination of 
samples or the knowledge of their identity other than those enjoyed 
by ^e public, excepting when complaint is made to them under the 
provisions of the above regulations, or when an appeal is taken as is 
provided in Section 18 of Rule 22, 2nd paragraph, in which case the 
examination shall be made at such time and place and after such 
notification as will give all parties at interest an opportunity of being 
present. 

Nineteenth, In case it should not be feasible to obtain samples of 
track arrivals in the manner above outlined, owing to the volume of 
grain coming in, an arrangement may be made with Receivers' agents 
to work in conjunction with Inspectors to take an extra sample for 
file in the Chief Inspector's office as above outlined.

The proprietors or managers of such warehouses shall <^f>-operation 
agree to honestly and cordially co-operate with the system of registra- registration 
tion as adopted by the Board of Trade, and furnish the Registrar all *y^^^' 
needed information to enable him to keep a correct record and account 
of all provisions in store in their respective places of storage; and shall 
report to him on the first day of each month the amount or quantity Monthly 
of provisions held in store by them respectively at the close of business ^p^'^"- 
on the last day of the montii next preceding, whether said property is 
their own or held by them for account of others, and whether repre- 
sented by outstanding warehouse receipts or otherwise; said report to 
be made on the next succeeding business day when the first day of the 
month falls upon a Sunday or a holiday Said reports shall be made 
on a form of blank provided by the Registrar of Provisions, and shall Form of 
be signed by the person, firm or corporation having such property in ^p^^^- 
chaige, and shall be sworn to by either the person so signing or some Reports to be 
person in their employ having personal knowledge of the facts upon ^^^ *°- 
which the report is based.

First. It shall be the rule that a t>ale of hops shall weigh not less 
than one hundred and serenty-fire (175) nor more than two hundred 
(200) pounds; but the tender or delivery of any lot of hops on a sale 
or a contract, averaging one hundred and eighty-five (185) pounds to 
one hundred and ninety-five (195) pounds shall be deemed a com* 
pliance with this rule. 



Second, The sacking of hops shall not weigh more than twenty- 
four (24) ounces per yard, and seven (7) pounds shall be deducted 
from the weight of each bale as tare; and any additional weight of 
sacking, or any extraneous matter, shall be considered as irregular, 
and the seller be liable to the purchaser for such excess. 

Third. Each and every bale of hops sold must be marked with 
the grower's name or initials, and the name of the State where the hops 
have been raised, and the year produced.

Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the 

City of Chicago

I. 

The style and addresa of each member of the Clearing House of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago— in the case of a corporation, the names of its 
officers and directors and its corporate name in the case of a firm, the names of 
its members and its firm name — must be immediately registered at said Clearing 
House; also, must be immediately registered any change in the style or address 
of any member of the Clearing House — ^in the case of a corporation, any change 
in its corporate name or in its officers or directors, and in the case of a firm, any 
change in the firm name or in the membership thereof. 

A fine of five doUars ($5.00) shall be imposed in case of violation of any of the 
above requirements. 

Suitable blanks shaU be provided by the Clearing House for furnishing the 
information as hereinbefore set forth and required. 

A copy of all registrations, as above set forth, shall be sent by the manager 
of the Clearing House to each and every member thereof; also, a copy shall be 
filed by the Clearing House with the Secretary of the Board. 

II. 

Printed reports to show the net balances, as provided in General Rule No. 
XXII, Section 6, Paragraph 2, must be obtained at the Clearing House. 

III. 

Any person, firm or corporation, member of the Clearing House of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago, whose report shows a balance against such person, 
firm or corporation, shall accompany his or its report with a check payable to the 
order of the Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago for such 
balance; such check, if not issued by the said Clearing House of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago must be duly certified, under penalty of a fine of five 
dollars ($5.00). Should pajnnent on a certified check be stopped, the maker must 
immediately upon receiving official notice thereof, deposit with the said Clearing 
House of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago another and acceptable check. 

IV. 

All reports must be in the Clearing House by 11:20 a. ic. of each business day, 
under penalty of a fine of five dollars if tardy, and the posting of the delinquent 
party on 'Change at 12:00 m., except on days when the Exchange Room is dosed 
at 12:00 o'clock m., when the names of delinquents shall be posted at 11:45 ▲.

When any member of the Clearing House, whether person, firm or corporation, 
is, in the opinion of the Clearing House Committee, using such Clearing House for 
the purpose of clearing the business of a member suspended from the privileges of 
the Board or one expelled therefrom, or of a corporation a stockholder of which is 
suspended from the privileges of the Board or expelled therefrom, the Clearing 
House Committee shall report such fact to the Board of Directors, who, in the 
ttxercise of its discretion, may deprive such a person, firm, or corporation of the 
privileges of the Clearing House for such period as they may see fit; the intent 
hereof being to prevent any membership in the Clearing House being used as a 
subterfuge to enable one suspended or expelled from the Board to still enjoy the 
advantages of the Clearing House, but not to prevent a member from clearing the 
individual trades made for the account and personal benefit of one suspended or 
expelled from the Board. 

XVI. 

Applications by persons or firms for membership in the Clearing House of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago must be submitted to the Clearing House 
Committee and passed upon favorably by them before applicants will be entitled 
to the privileges of the said Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago.

When any member of the Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of

All employes engaged in soliciting business for members of this Assodatioii.

approved and registered or not, are subject to the following regulations: 

Solicitors employed tmder the provisions of said rule must be bona fide solici- 
tors. Such solicitors may receive from their employers compensation in the form 
of a fixed salary; such salary not to be changed until it has been in force at least 
six months. 

No solicitor shall be employed under the provisions of said section of Rule IV 
by more than one employer at the same time, or be actively engaged in any 
other business enterprise. 

Employers shall keep and preserve records showing the compensation paid 
their sohdtors, or solidtor. subject to the examination at any time by the Member- 
ship Committee. In the event of the discontinuance of the services of any solicitor, 
the employer of such solicitor shall inmiediately notify the Secretary of the Board 
of such discontinuance. 

A member of this Board acting as solicitor is not entitled to any compensation 
other than his fixed salary. 

The names of applicants for the appointment of solicitors, together with the 
names of those submitted to be appointed solicitors, under the provisions of 
Section 33 of Rule IV of the ruleiS of the Board, must be posted upon the bulletin 
board in the Exchange room for the period of at least ten days before being acted 
upon by the Member&ip Committee. 

Any applicant for appointment as solicitor, having had a bucket shop con- 
nection, must be approved by the Board of Directors. 

A statement under oath shall be filed with the Secretary of the Board in 
form as given below, and said statement shall be duly recorded in the office of 
the Secretary and be accessible to members of this Association.

REGULATIONS 

For the Weighing of Grain 



Under and by virtue of the provisions of Section 2, Rule IV, of the Rules 
of the Board of Trade of the City of ChicagOy enacted in pursuance of 
Section 10 of the Act to Incorporate the Board of Trade of the City of 
;0| the following regulations are adopted by the Directors of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, for the guidance and 
information of the Weighing Department and the members of this 
Association. 

REGULATION 1 

Received or transferred grain shall not be cleaned or blown before weighing, 
nor shall it be subjected to such handling as will cause loss in weight. This pro- 
hibition shall also apply to shipments after weighing. 

REGULATION 2. 

No dockage from actual weights shall be allowed on in-coming or out-going 
grain, except when unusual dirt or foreign matter is inseparably mixed with the 
grain, in which case it shall be the duty of the weighmaster or his deputy to deter- 
mine the amount of unusual dirt or foreign matter, and to weigh the entire con- 
tents of the car. AU allowances for unusual dirt or foreign matter shall appear 
on the face of certificate issued for such cars. 

REGULATION 3. 

All cars when unloaded must be thoroughly swept and cleaned, except in 
cases where cars contain foreign matter unsuitable for mixing with grain. Then 
it shall be the duty of the Weighmaster or his deputy to determine the amount of 
grain and foreign matter to be left in the car. This amount shall be stated on the 
certificate of weights for each car, but such amount shall not be included in the 
net weight as shown by certificate. 

REGULATION 4 

If hopper scales are used in determining the amount of grain a car contains, 
it shall be the duty of the elevator operators unloading such car to deliver to the 
scales the entire contents of said car except where cars contain unusual dirt or for* 
eign matter not covered by Reg. 3, because not suitable for handling by elevator. 

It shall be the additional duty of said elevator operator to ciean thoroughly the 
unloading pits and the floor adjacent to such pits of any of the contents of said 
car that may have lodged there and deliver such contents to the scale to be weighed 
and credited to said car. 

REGULATION 6. 

The contents of each car shall be weighed in as few drafts as the scale in use 
will permit. 
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REGULATION 6. 

The Weigh master and his deputies shall be allowed to handle the scale beam 
in the performance of their duties. 

REGULATION 7. 

Certificates of weight shall bear the date of weighing, and when issued for 
cars that have been loaded with grain which, for any reason, are subsequently 
returned to the loading elevator and wholly or partly unloaded, shall promptly 
be returned to the weighing department by the member, firm or corporation 
receiving such certificates. 

REGULATION 8. 

No certificates of weights shall be issued on grain unloaded or transferred 
CO route unless they are applied for within a reasonable time after cars are weighed, 
and before they have had time to arrive at their destination. 

REGULATION 9. 

A straight transfer must consist of the transferring of grain from one car to 
another without its identity being lost. If transferred through an elevator, the 
grain must go direct from the western or unloaded car to the scale and from the 
scale direct to the eastern, or car to be loaded without going into or throug^h any 
house bins. 

REGULATION 10. 

All cars that are to be loaded with grain shall be in a suitable condition to carry 
such grain safely. In case cars are loaded that, in the judgment of the Weighmaster 
or his deputies, are not in proper condition to carry grain safely, the parties loading 
such cars shall at once be notified, and a statement of the condition of the car 
shall appear on the face of the certificate of weight issued for such cars. 

REGULATION 11. 

The Weighmaster in regulating the details of his office and the service of 
employes may, with the consent of the Weighing Committee, make such regula- 
tions as may be requisite or desirable in order to secure correct weights. 

REGULATION 12. 

Any member, firm or corporation of this Association receiving weight cer- 
tificates not belonging to them shall return promptly such certificates to the 
Weighing Department, in order to facilitate delivery to the rightful owner. 



RBGULATIONS ADOPTED UNDER THE AUTHORITY GRANTED IN 

SECTION 22 OF RULE IV, ESTABLISHING <«THE CUSTODIAN 

DEPARTMENT OF THE BOARD OF TRADE OF THE 

CITY OF CHICAGO" 



I. 

A Custodian duly appointed by the Board of Directors, shall be placed at such 
private elevators or other buildings or places of private ownership as the Custodian 
Committee shall deem necessary and such Custodian shaU keep a daily record con- 
taining the official Board of Trade weights of all commodities dealt in under the rules 
of the Association and weighed by the Official Board of Trade Weighmaster which 
commodities have been unloaded into or loaded out of such private elevators or 
other buildings or places of private ownership. 

II 

When any of such commodities shall be unloaded as above provided, the 
Custodian shall promptly issue and deliver to the party for whose account the sa^e 
is unloaded an official certificate as evidence of such unloading, except in cases 
where the commodity is loaded out in whole or in part on the same day as received, 
in which case the Custodian shall proctue the shipping receipt or bill of lading 
given for such property, and shall deliver the same to such party with a cer- 
tificate for such quantity that is not loaded out — the two together representing 
the entire quantity unloaded. 

III. 

The Custodian shall not allow the loading out of any commodity from such 
private elevators or other buildings or places of private ownership, except as 
provided in the second of these Regulations, until the proprietor or manager 
thereof shall stirrender to him for cancellation official certificates properly endorsed 
equal to the amount of the commodities to be loaded out and such commodities 
shall be weighed by the Weighing Department of the Board of Trade of the City 
of Chicago. 

IV. 

The Custodian shall estimate daily the amount of shrinkage incidental to the 
handling, cleaning or clipping of grain, also of any variation between the "in** 
and the "out" weight, and report same at once to the proprietors or managers, 
and it shall be their duty to surrender to the Custodian certificates for cancellation 
sufficient to cover same. It further shall be the duty of the proprietors or managers 
to keep in store at all times, in excess of all outstanding certificates, a quantitjp 
equal to at least 3 per cent of the total quantity in store represented by out- 
standing certificates, in addition to the estimated amount of shrinkage, as here- 
inbefore provided. 
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V. 

In 80ch places where the commodities herein described 'are maaafactnrad 
into products, or the original commodity otherwise changed in form, the Cnstodian 
may permit the proprietors or managers thereof to use such commodities without 
the surrender of Custodian certificates for the same whenever the said proprietors 
or managers shaU furnish to said Custodian written evidence of the consent to such 
use by the party for whose account the said commodities were unloaded ; provided, 
however, that the Custodian shall not issue any certificates for commodities 
used under such circumstances. 

VI. 

It shaU be the duty of the Custodian to require the official weighing of all com- 
modities in each and every private elevator, or other building, or place of private 
ownership hereinbefore described, by the Board of Trade Wdgbmaster as often 
as in his judgment may be needful to enable him to accurately determine the 
quantity of commodities stored in such elevators, or other buildings, or places 
of private ownership, for the purpose of verifying the correctness of his out- 
standing certificates; or the Custodian Committee may at any time in the exercise 
of its discretion, order the weighing of such commodities. 

VII. 

Whenever, in the judgment of the Custodian or of the Custodian Committee 
it shaU be deemed advisable, the proprietor, or manager, of such private elevators 
other buildings or places of private ownership, shaU be required to increase his 
ordinary line of fire insurance upon such private elevators, other buildings or 
places of private ownership and the contents thereof for which Custodian cer- 
tificates have not been surrendered for cancellation, to such an amount as may be 
determined by the Committee or the Custodian; and such proprietor, or manager, 
shaU allow an inspection of the amotmt and character of said insurance carried 
by such proprietor, or manager, whenever requested by the Custodian Committee 
or by the Custodian. 

VIII. 

Whenever such a course shall, in the judgment of the Custodian Committee, 
be deemed necessary, it is hereby empowered to impose upon such proprietors 
or managers the duty of preserving the identity of all grain thereafter unloaded 
into such private elevators, or other buildings, or places of private ownership; 
or in lieu tiiereof, the adoption of such measure or measures as in the judgment 
of the Custodian Committee may be adepuate to protect the parties for whose 
accounts the commodities aforesaid were unloaded. 

IX. 

The buyers of commodities sold and delivered as hereinbefore provided shall 
tender in payment certified checks whenever the party for whose account such 
commodities have been unloaded shall give reasonable notice of his intention to 
demand the same and the latter may retain in his possession the Custodians' 
certificate until such certified check is thus tendered. 
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X. 

It shall be the duty of the Custodian at such private elevator or other building 
or place of private ownership at the close of each day to seal the engine, shipping 
bins or other bins, or to adopt any other measures which in the judgment of him- 
self or the Custodian Committee are necessary to prevent the removal of grain or 
other commodities from such private elevator or other btiilding or place of private 
ownenhip during the absence of such Custodian. 

XL 

All such commodities unloaded as aforesaid shall be held in such private 
elevator or other bttilding or place of private ownership and shall not be released 
therefrom except in accordance with the Rules and Regtdations of this Association 
governing the Custodian Department, but the Custodian, his assistants or sub- 
ordinates shaU not be liable in their ofiBcial bonds or otherwise for any losses unless 
such losses are directly attributable to the negligence or misfeasance of said 
Custodian, his assistants or subordinates in issuing certificates for commodities 
not in fact unloaded or in allowing, during the hours when such private elevator 
or other btiilding or place of private ownership is open for business, such commo- 
dities to be loaded out without requiring the surrender of official certificates for 
the same and nothing herein or any custom or private agreement to the contrary 
shall be construed to extend such liability; provided, however, that the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago shall in no case be liable for any losses except 
to the extent that such losses are due to its failure to keep in force a good and 
reasonable bond for the honesty and fidelity of said Custodian, his assistants 
or subordinates.

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REGULATIONS ADOPTED BT THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS IB 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 23 OF 
RULE IV FOR THE BETTER CONTROL OF OUR 
MARKET RECORDS AND REPORTS. 

I. 

Every person, member, firm or corporation receiving quotations of Thb 
Chicaoo Board op Trade, shall make application to and receive approval from 
the Market Report Committee bbforb making any wire connections, either by 
telegraph or telephone, whether used for sending such quotations, or for any other 
purpose whatsoever. 

II. 

On and after the 1st day of May, 1911, no member of this Association trans- 
acting business in his own name or in the name of a firm, one at least of whose 
partners is a member of this Association, or in the name of a corporation, one at 
least of whose executive officers is a member of this Association, shall furnish by 
means of any telegraph or telephone wires the continuous market quotations of 
this Board of Trade to any office or place of business located in any city, town or 
village where such service is not furnished at the present time, unless upon written 
application thereto, the Board of Directors shall, by a majority vote, grant to said 
member, firm or corporation permission to supply said continuous market quo- 
tations. 

III. 

The Market Report Committee is empowered to examine into the conduct of 
all private offices or places of business receiving the continuous market quotations 
of tnis Board of Trade at the present time and in such places where the said com- 
mittee shall deem the continuation of such service detrimental to the best interests 
of this Association, it shall report the facts immediately to the Board of Directors, 
which body shall take such action as in their judgment best conserves the interests 
of all parties involved. 

IV. 

The furnishing of said continuous market quotations to any individual, firm 
or corporation, where the same are for the personal use and convenience exclusively 
of the individual, firm or corporation receiving the same, and where said market 
quotations are not accessible to the public, or to legitimate health or pleasure 
resorts during their regular seasons, is not forbidden by these Regulations; but 
the furnishing of such service shall be subject at all times to the approval of the 
Board of Directors 

V. 

The dissemination of continuous market quotations of the Board of Trade of 
the City of Chicago over sdl telephone wires is strictly prohibited. This does 
not prohibit ordinary conversation where dissemination of quotations is not con- 
templated. 

VI. 

No member of this Association shall, by messenger, signals, telephone, tele- 
graph, or any other means whatsoever, convey or transmit continuously the market 
quotations from the Exchange floor to any person, firm or corporation located off 
said Exchange floor; and any member violating this regulation shall be deemed 
guilty of dishonorable conduct and subject to the penalty provided therefor in the 
rules and by-laws of this Association. 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE ADMISSION OF MESSENGERS 

TO THE EXCHANGE ROOM, AND DEFINING THEIR DUTIES 

AND PRIVILEGES WHILE IN SAID ROOM, AUTHORIZED 

BT RULE XI OF THE RULES OF THE BOARD. 

Adopted by the Board of Directors December 26, 1011. 

First: No messenger shall be permitted to enter the Exchange Room without 
a badge. 

Second: Messengers may deliver messages to or receive messages from their 
employers or members or brokers representing such employers, and shall thereafter 
return to the positions assigned them by the Room Committee, or leave the floor. 

Third: Messengers are not pennitted to receive or to send telegraphic or 
telephonic messages. 

Fourth: Messengers are strictly prohibited from writing, receiving or 
delivering papers, such as shipping directions, confirmations, transfer slips, gossip, 
account sales, etc., in the Exchange Room, with the exception that they may deliver 
to or receive such papers in said room from their employers, or from members or 
brokers representing such employers. 

Fifth: Messengers are not permitted to signal markets, or copy figures from 
bulletin boards. 

Sixth: Signaling to messengers or to non-members, of quotations or orders 
is not permitted. 

Sbvbnth: Messengers are not permitted to run in the Exchange Room, nor 
in the corridors of the building. 

Eighth: There shall be no deviation from the above regulations, except in 
cases of emergency, and then only upon application to and approval of the Room 
Committee. 
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RBOULATIONS OOVBRNINO TRANSACTIONS IN '*TO 
ARRIVE" GRAIN, ADOPTED OCTOBER 6, 1918. 

I. 

During the hours of regular trading, all bids to persons located 
outside of Chicago, for wheat, com, oats or rye to be shipped to this 
market, shall be based upon the price then and there prevailing in the 
open and competitiye "to arrive" market, less the charges prescribed 
in Section 32 of Rule IV. All bids forwarded during the regular 
session to persons located outside of Chicago on the basis of a flat 
price shall be made upon the condition that acceptance thereof shall 
be filed within five minutes after receipt, and all such bids not then 
accepted within said time shall be null and void. 

11. 

After the regular market for grain to arrive has closed, any member 
may base his bid to persons located outside of Chicago, for wheat, 
com, oats or rye to be shipped to this market, either upon the closing 
quotation of said "to arrive" market, less the regular handling charges, 
or, upon a price higher than said closing quotation , Provided, however, 
that the member or members departing in their bids from said closing 
quotation shall in every instance comply with the following conditions: 

First, The handling charges prescribed in Section 32 of Rule IV 
shall be deducted from each and every such bid before the same is 
forwarded to persons located outside of Chicago. 

Second, All members making such bids shall in every instance 
file with the Secretary under seal before 8:00 a.m., on the next busi- 
ness day, or by U. S. mail on the afternoon of the day on which such 
bids are made their authority for making such bids. Such authority 
shall be evidenced, either by a bona fide bid in hand from a buyer at 
this market, or, by a dear showing that the member or members 
making such bids to persons outside of Chicago have, prior thereto, 
made to members here bona fide bids in sufficient number and for 
sufficient quantities to establish fairly a new market level; and further 
such member or members must show the bids so made represent the 
price thus bid to the members here, less the regular handling charges. 

Thisd, After the close of the regular "to arrive" market, all bids 
to persons located outside of Chicago, shall expire at 0:30 a. m. on 
the following business day.

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RBGULATIONS ADOPTBD UNDER THE AUTHORITY GRANTED 

IN SECTION 86 OF RULE IV, ESTABLISHING THE 

CAR INSPECTION DEPARTMENT OF THE 

BOARD OF TRADE OF THE 

CITT OF CHICAGO. 

A car inspector, duly appointed by the Board of Directors, shall 
be placed at such in-bound bulk grain yards, or other places within 
the Chicago Switching District, as the Weighing and Custodian 
Committee shall deem necessary, and such inspector shall keep a daily 
record of all cars so inspected, showing the physical condition of each 
car as to fitness for transporting grain without loss by leakage, and 
what evidence, if any, of loss, if such condition be found. Also, shall 
record the identity and condition of the seals found, if any, on arrival 
inspection; and also shall report if or not cars are properly sealed 
before they depart from such in-bound yards. It shall be the duty of 
inspectors to report promptly to the proper local representative of 
the carrier any condition of leakage found by them to the end that 
further loss may be at once stopped. 

A full record of the inspection of each car shall be kept in suitable 
record books in the office of the official Board of Trade Weighmaster.
